The Conservative leader of the Burn- 
ham management panel, Mr Philip 
Merridale, has accused the Education 
Secretary In a blunt “farewell message” 
of persistent stubbornness over 
teachers' pay. 

Mr Merridalc told Sir Keith Joseph 
at a recent prlvutc meeting, in the 
presence of other local authority lead- 
ers, that the Government would soon 
regret Its uncompromising attitude on 
the Issue. 

And there were further signs this 
week that, in the aftermath of thc shire 
county elections, local authority lead- 
ers - both Labour and Conservative - 
were rapidly losing patience with the 
Government. 

The Government is coming under 
increasing pressure to abandon Its 
hard-line position that no more money 
can be made available for l.e.a. budgets 


Sir Keith warned on hard line 


to swell teachers' pay packets. 

Mr Merridalc, who ul the time 
clearly believed he would not be re- 
elected to the Association of County 
Councils education committee, deli- 
vered his startling and frank “valedic- 
tory message” last Thursday. 

In foct on Monday he was re-elected 
to the ACC and may still remain Its 
education chairman (sec page 5). 

He told Sir Keith that the Conserva- 
tives were now losing the propaganda 
war over teachers' pay - or as he put it, 
“(he court of public opinion will Judge 
us lo have been found wanting." 

He went on: 'This may very well be 


NAS/UWT pledges more long-term 
disruption as pay deadlock continues 

Union holds 
back cash for 
pre-election 
strike push

Leaders of the second largest teaching 
union arc planning to scale up the 
current wave of teacher pay strikes in 
the year approaching the next general 
election. 

The leadership of thc National 
Association of school in astcn^Un ion 
of Women Teachers says it secs no 
prospect of significant improvements 
in teachers’ pay either this year or next 
- a belief underlined at Wednesday's 
resumed pay negotiations. 

As a result, the union is limititig its 
selective strikes to around their pre- 
sent level during the current pay 
dispute. This will leave enough money

in its strike fund to sustain a major 
increase In action in 1987 - when it 
believes the Government may become 
more pliable with i general election in 
the offing. 


Meanwhile, in this year's dispute, 
despite pledges by the National Union 
of Teachers and tne NAS/UWT not to 
target examinations for industrial ac- 
tion, exam boards fear pupils could 
lose crucial lessons before they take 
them. 

Before Wednesday's meeting, the 
NUT acknowledged for the first time 
that it was prepared to move from the 
claim of at feast £1,200 for every 
teacher and accept an offer which 
arrested the current decline* in 
teachers' pay and went some way 
toward restoring their purchasing pow- 
er. This could mean an increase of 
about 8per cent - and is in line with the 
NAS/UwT's thinking. 

However, teachers believed that 
their best hope lay with a change in the 
leadership of the management panel, 
which is dominated by tne Association 
of County Councils 

This is the likely outcome of the 
county council elections. The ACC, up 
until now Conservative-controlled, 
meets to review its membership on 
June 19 and could become "hung". 

If so. Labour could dominate man- 
agement proceedings because of Its 
control of the Association of Metropo- 
litan Authorities. 

Talks in the Bumham Committee 
were still continuing after six hours as 
The TES went to press on Wednesday 
afternoon, with little sign of any prog- 
ress. 


Mr Joe Boone, the union’s presi- 
dent, said: “We are pacing ourselves to 
taking the most extensive militant 
action that year. We can last for the 
lifetime of this government and 
beyond if they get re-elected." 

The union believes its strategy will 
ensure that teachers' pay becomes a 
major issue in the next general election 
- with the prospect of either persuad- 
ing the present government to be more 
flexible or ensuring any government 
acts swiftly to remedy the situation.

“As 1 ride off Into the sunset I want lo 
leave you with a final message - and 
that is that (he government's persistent 
stubbornness will sow the seeds of Its 
undoing.'' 

He forecast that thc rehisal lo 
countenance any more money In l.e.n.

tually rebound on the government. 

This week, Mr Merridale refused to 
comment on the meeting and denied 
that he had said anything that in any 
way changed the local authorities’ view 
of the Government’s handling of (lie 
dispute.

Another observer commented: "The 
message was put over to Sir Keith more 
powerfully than ever before. Pressure 
Is certainly being put on the Secretary 
of State." 

Mr Merridale said: "1 have given my 
word lo the Education Secretary that 1 
will not say anything about whul passes 
at private meetings.

ment panel, a supjmrterof thc Govern- 
ment and a Conservative councillor is 
to advise the government on the pay 
negotiations as 1 see them. 

“From (he outset 1 have always told 
the Secretary of Slate (hat In my 
judgement there Is an urgent and 
pressing necessity for additional re- 
sources In thc education service. I have 
been saying It for a long, long time." 

Sir Keilh Is understood to have 
hinted lo l.e.a. leaders at the same 
meeting that he would nut use the 
Department of Education and Science 
“veto" at forthcoming meetings of the 
Burnham Committee. 

Meanwhile Mr Mcrridale's future as 
leader of the Burnham management 
panel has still to be decided. The 
chairmanship of the ACC cducutlon 
committee Is lo be reviewed in July.

Bradford fire 
takes its toll 
at schools

Bradford's education director, Mr 
Richard Knight, has written lo all the 
city’s schools and colleges after last 
Saturday’s fire at the city's Valley 
Parade football ground in which 52 
people died. 

His aim was to find out what special 
help may be needed in schools after the 
tragedy which claimed Mr Peter 
Greenwood, deputy head of Thorn 
Park school for the deaf, and his two 
sous, Felix and Rupert. 

Ten other pupils at Bradford schools 
are presumed to have died in the blaze 
while six teachers and 15 children were 
absent on Monday because of Injuries. 
A further seven teachers and 18 pupils 
were absent because of injured rela- 
tives. One member of the education 
authority staff was also injured. 

"The tragedy has affected an enor- 
mous number of schools and pupils." r

Soviet war 
role ‘bias’

The Soviet role in World War II is 
grossly misrepresented in school text- 
books, according to research by a 
teachers' study group, issued in the 
wake of VE Day celebrations. 1 

The teachers, say that the “enor- 
mous contribution" of the Soviet Un- 
ion Is completely overshadowed by 
accounts of British and American 
action. Although 20 million Russians 
were killed during thc war. Soviet 
involvement is always portrayed as 
“marginal", the teachers insist. 

Soviet failures are highlighted and 
the Red Army . is described as n 
“barbarian horde”. 

The teachers, who are all CND 
members, examined all the history

Peers block threat of ELEA break-up

Lenders of the Inner London Educa- 
tion Authority were juhikmt this week 
after a Government defeat in the 
Lords appeared to lift the threat of the 
authority's arbitrary break-up. 

The Bishop of London, the Right 
Reverend Graham Leonard, success- 
fully moved an amendment to the 
Local Government Bill removing the 
Government’s power to dismantle the 
authority by ministerial order after a 
statutoiy review. 

But tnc effect of his victory thy 142 
votes to 133} was surrounded hy 
confusion after Lord Cowrie, the Gov- 
ernment’s spokesman, had refused to 
accept other amendments which fol- 
lowed from it. 


Next day. however, all was made 
clear. The Uishup was given u private 
assurance by Lord Denham. Con- 
st rvativc Chief Whip in I he Lords, that 
the Government would mu oppose the 
other amendments if presented again 
at Report stage. 

While ministers reserve the right to 
reverse their defeat when the Bill 
returns to the Commons, it seems 
unlikely that they would want to cause 
further delay to a measure which is 
already seriously behind schedule by 
insisting on this point. 

Ms Ruth Gee. deputy leader of Ihc 
ILEA, who has been leading (he 
campaign against the “Abolition Bill”, 


said the Lords had won ti '‘significant 
victory”. 

"The Guvcrnnicni tried to reverse 
its devastating defeat by “backdoor 
manoeuvres," she said, “but the Lords 
have not been taken in by it." 

She warned, however, that the au- 
thority still had a lung wav togu. Luier 
clauses of the Bill, to be debated in the 
Lords next week, would still give the 
Government power to control! LEA's 
staffing levels, finnncc'and pulicy for 
three years after the new, directly 
elected body is set up in 1986. 

An attempt to have the new author- 
ity elected by proportional representa- 
tion was defeated in the Lords last 
week.

Inspectors’ concern over 
ILEA boarding school 


damning HMI report is forcing 
sweeping changes at an ILEA board- 
ingschool for hoys in Suffolk. 

The report, published this week, 
says that low staff morale, poor facili- 
ties, unsatisfactory management and 
undisciplined pupils had brought 
Woolverstone Hal! School to the verge 
of crisis. 

Thanks to the dedication of some 
staff, academic achievement in several 
subjects was high, but inadequate 
pastoral care meant that boys bc- 
naviour ranged from helpful and re- 
sponsible to “unruly, and in a few 
cases, malevolent." Some of the boys' 
lavatories were covered in obscene 
graffiti and equipment had been van : 

During the Inspector's visit, the 
boys in the junior houses were twice 
discovered to be “out of control.” 
Older boys were punishing first years 
by forcing them to support chairs over 
their heads and boys ran wild in their 
night clothes after one of them had 
been cut round the eye with broken 
glass. 

There was considerable evidence of 
bullying, although some of the board- 
ing houses had a more caring atmos- 
phere, and better discipline, than

others. 

The school's parkland setting is 
outstandingly beautiful, but most of 
the dormitories were described as 
spartan and “unncceptably dirty.” The 
attractive science rooms contrasted 
with the extensive graffiti and vandal- 
ism found in other leaching areas. 

Excellent exam results in some sub- 
jects were offset by a lack of overall 
curricular aims and objectives. “The 
sixth form has drifted into a spiral of 
decline,” commented the inspectors. 

Poor management of the school had 
produced low morale and a “wide- 
spread mutual lack of confidence and 
trust” among staff. In spite of an 
excellent pupil-teacher ratio, same 
teachers had disproportionately heavy 
teaching loads or pastoral commit- 
ments. 

The Inspectors noted that only a 
small proportion of the staff had 
teaching experience in comprehen- 
sives apart from Woolverstone. Over a 
third had been at the school for more 
than twenty years and a high percen- 
tage were more than 45 years old. 

The report suggests that the school's 
problems have been caused by a failure 
to adapt to a comprehensive school 
intake. Woolverstone went compre-

A Bill to improve educational provi- 
sion for handicapped young people by 
amending the 1981 Act is to be intro- 
duced next week. 

Mr Clement Freud MP, Liberal 
education spokesman, is one of the- 
Bill’s all-party sponsors, who also 
include Mr Jack Ashley and Mr David 
Wigloy, Susannah Kirkman writes. 

The Bill aims to plug two gaps in the 
1981 Act, which says that pupils with 
special eductional needs should be 
Integrated into mainstream schools as 
far as possible, and that a record or 
"statement" should be made of their 
requirements. 

The Bill seeks to extend the provi- 
sions of the Act to all 16 to 19 
year-olds, regardless of whether they 
opt to stay on at school.

Discord sets 
seal on 
Tory’s return 

Disagreement between Labour and 
SDP councillors in Hampshire ensured 
the return of Mr Philip Merridole, the 
Burnham management panel chair- 
man, to - the Association of County 
Councils education committee on Mon- 
day, Mike Durham writes. 

Mr Mcrridale came fourth out of five 
members nominated to the ACC, with a 
total of 50 votes. The "hung" county 
will send three Conservatives, one 
Labour councillor and a Liberal. He 
was also re-elected Hampshire educa- 
tion chairman on Tuesday. 

Earlier Labour and SDP members 
had failed to agree on nominations for 
control or the council. Mrs Sue Bart- 
lett, Labour group leader, said: "One 
of our aims was (o get Mr Merridale off 
the ACC. But when It came to the 
crunch some of our members felt they 
could not go along, with the SDP. 11 

Seven Labour members abstained 
leaving the field clear. Mr Merridale, 
who had been privately pessimistic 
about his chances of re-election, re- 
mained low-key about Itis success. He 
Mid: M I am Just one of three people 
selected from my party to be a repre- 
sentative.” 

• Mrs Nicky Harrison, Labour group 
leader on the Burnham management 
panel, seems certain to retain the 
position this year, despite her decision 
to step down as education chairman tn 
Haringey. Earlier this month Mrs' 
Harrison was successfully challenged 
by left-wingers In Haringey, apparent- 
ly because of her support for setting a 
legal rate In the borough. • 


Strike free 

The National Union of Teachers is to 
exempt Labour and Liberal-held 
wards in East Sussex (affecting Bright- 
on and Eastbourne) from strike action 
next week. The move has been agreed 
because both Labour and Alliance 
parties - who hold the balance of' 
power in the new county hall adminis- 
tration - have pledged support, locally 


strike action for the lime being if they 
agree tu it. 

Of the l.c.a.s which had agreed to 
the statement this week, almost all 
were Labour and most were members 
of the Labour-controlled Association 
of Metropolitan Authorities. 

Buckinghamshire, a Tory-control- 
led shire county, is a maverick because 
it is pursuing its own dispute with the 
Government over tlie level of its rate 
support grant. 

Tlie only other Conservative author- 
ity to agree. North Yorkshire, has 
been in internal dispute over the issue. 
But in any case it has hecomc a “hung" 
county since the elections. 

Among inner-city metropolitan au- 
thorities, 14 Labour-controlled l.e.a.s 
bad still not declared support for the 
teachers by the start of this week, 
including some hard left councils such 
as Liverpool and Manchester. 


With the resumption of pay negotia- 
tions this week, there wus no shortage 
of peace initiatives in the offing. 

Mr David Made I, the Conservative 
MP for South-West Bedfordshire who 
chairs the Conservative backbench 
education committee, revealed he had 
written to the Industrial Society to ask 
if it would be prepared to cany out a 
review of the tenchersd* salary struc- 
ture. 

The Liberal Education Association 
issued a statement deploring the in- 
dustrial action but acknowledging that 
reasoned argument had failed to con- 
vince the government or the local 
authorities of their pay plight. 

It called for an immediate increase 
in the offer of 4 per cent to the 
teachers, coupled with the commence- 
ment of talks on a long-term solution - 
involving the establishment of a new 
salary structure. 

Sir Keith Joseph, Education Secret- 
ary, told the local authorities when he 
met them last Thursday that the Gov- 


ernment would not help fund an offer 
beyond the 4 per cent already on the 
table unless it wus “affordable" uml in 
the children's long-term interests. This 
is DES code for a deal on restructuring 
teachers' pay - including assessment 
and a lighter contract. 

His stance - which was coupled with 
an assurance that he could offer no 
help to l.e.a.s with the financial penali- 
ties they would undoubtedly accrue 
under the Government's rate-capping 
legislation - may lead to him facing a 
hostile reception when he goes to 
Scarborough later this month to 
address the annual conference of the 
National Association of Head 
Teachers. 

Mr David Hart, general secretary of 
the NAHT, said the union may change 
its stance and become more sympathe- 
tic towards teachers. 

The NAHT has not supported the 
teachers’ pay claim (or a rise of at least 
£1 ,200 for every teacher - but says Sir 
Keith's stand makes their goal of an 


Aiming to axe Burnham 


A long-term strategy aimed at abo- 
lishing the Burnham committee mid 
replacing it with a freer collective 
bargaining system has been outlined 
by this year’s president of the second 
largest teachers' union. 

Under the plan, teachers’ leaders 
and the management panel simul- 
taneously would vote to abolish the 
present set-up - established by Act of 
Parliament in 1965 - if, as expected, 
the review of membership of the 
teachers' side being carried out by Sir 
Keith Joseph, Eaucation Secretary, 
results in the National Union of 
Teachers losing its overall majority. 

Mr Joe Boone, president of the 
National Association of School- 
masters/Union of Women Teachers, 
believes this is the only way of ensuring 
Sir Keith's move in reviewing the 
teacher panel membership does not 


lead to the longer term review of the 
entire system being placed on ice. 

The employers and the smaller 
teachers' unions are anxious to scrap 
the present system. The three other 
main bones of contention are: (j) The 
Department of Education and Scien- 
ce's power to veto any pay offer tabled 
by the management, (li) the rigid 
definition of the Burnham committee 
as a body set up to discuss pay- and not 
conditions, and (ili) the one-voice 
procedure whereby only one person 
can speak for either side in the main 
committee. 

While acknowledging that agree- 
ment by both sides to abolish the 
present system would canv no weight 
without legislation, Mr Boone said 
such a move would put pressure on the 
government to repeal the 1965 Act. 


Police reject AMMA ad 


The traditionally moderate (and 
eminently respectable) Assistant Mas- 
ters’ and Mistresses’ Association has 
been high on the police's wanted list 
this week. Richard Gamer writes 
Following a national advertising 
campaign which compared the salaries 


of teachers to the higher rewards 
enjoyed by the police force its head- 
quarters has been besieged with angry 
telephone calls, many from policemen 
and their wives. 

Mr Peter Smith, deputy general 
secretary of the 100,000 strong union, 
said: "Never again will I do a compari- 
son between teachers’ pay and police 


pay. There is no doubt that it does not 
get public sympathy and positively 
alienates people. 

“We have been inundated with calls 
and most of them seemed to have 
missed the point - we were comparing 
the pay of an lBVi-year-old novice 
policeman with the pay of a 30-year- 
old teacher who haa been in the 
profession for some time. 

“It wasn’t a comparison of job for 
job - but of age for age. The number of 
people who wrote in to the advert 
saying ‘terrific, keep up the good work' 
was very, very few.”

Deafness group tells 
teachers: sit up and listen 


Teachers of young children should 
expect most of their pupils to suffer 
minor deafness nt some time, and be 
alert to the learning and behaviour 
problems that impaired hearing can 
lead to, according to a new warning 
from experts. 

Miss Jackie Blount, deputy principal 
'educational audiologist with the Inner 
London Education Auihnrity and 
press officer for the British Associa- 
tion for Teachers id the Deaf, said 
“Infant touchers should assume that 
most children in their classes are going 
to suffer from impaired hearing at 
some stage". 

The association is so anxious about 
Ihc difficulties that hearing-impaired 
children can meet in mainstream 
schools that it is issuing a new booklet 
to help teachers. 

The Hearing Impaired Child in Your 
Class which is jointly published with 
the Royal National Institute for the 
Deaf, offers practical advice on every- 
thing from checking hearing aids to 
coping with behaviour prublems of 
children with hearing loss. 

This advice is urgently needed be- 
cause of the ignorance of many 
teachers, according to Dr Bethan 
Davies, consultant in audiological 
medicine at the Charing Cross and 
Paddington Green Children’s Hos- 
pital. 

“Teachers mostly dispute deafness 
in their pupils. ’He can hear when he 
wants tol' is a standard comment.'' 

Research shows that 20 per cent of 
. five-year-olds have hearing difficulties 
caused by the build-up or fluid in the 
middle cur after heavy colds or car 
infections. Children who have just 
stRricd school arc particularly vulncr- 
< able because they have not been so 
frequently exposed to infcctiuns be- 
fore. 

Most children recover fairlv quickly, 
but if infections recur, a child's de- 
velopment could be permanently im- 
paired, believes Dr Dcnzil Brooks, an 
audiological scientist at Manchester 
University. Even mild hearing loss can 
affect a pupil’s speech, vocabulary, 
reading and behaviour. 

Dr Brooks thinks teachers should be 
on the lookout for warning signs such 
as slow response or poor concentra- 
tion. “Often teachers brand hearing- 
impaired children as lazy or naughty." 
he said. 

The fluctuating condition of chil- 
dren with fluid in their cars may also 
confuse teachers. Sometimes a child 
wilt be able to hear perfectly, but nfter 
‘a cold, there will be considerable 
deterioration, producing correspond- 
ing changes of attitude in the teacher 
• which are baffling for the child. 

-*•. ■ Children who can only half hear 
-things may become frustrated . and 
disruptive. Although some teachers 
may ask for help at this point, others 
feel guilty and try to caver up. said Dr 
Davies, It is also- easy to overlook 
children who try to hide their deafness 
by nodding agreement with something 
they have not understood. 

* 'Switching-off' can be another fea- 
ture of children with poor hearing who 
have to concentrate very hard to 
compensate for their impairment and 
can get tired rather easily. 

Dr Davies thinks poor teacher train- 
ing is to blame for teachers' lock of 
knowledge about deafness. She be- 
lieves the effects of sensory impair- 
ment should be on the education 
syllabus, rather than the detection of 
scabies and lice. 

.But, as the BATOD booklet points 


impaired child may often mis-, class 
discussion. 

Close liaison with peripatetic 
teachers uf the dear or with die 
school's unit for the hearing impaired 
is important ton. 

The problems of all deaf children, 
particularly those in mainstream clas- 
ses, arc compounded by the shortage 
of radio deaf aids, which link the 
teacher’s voice to the child wherever 
tile teacher is ^landing. An unpub- 
lished report lo the DHSS stated that 
only 2 s per cent of hcnring-imniiircil 
children tiiid radio aids. Yet (lie 1)HSS 
says that it is the responsibility of 
l.e.a.s to provide the aids, which are 
more expensive than conventional 
hearing aids. Although many l.e.a.s 
are sympathetic to the need, most 


cannot afford to do anything uhout it. 

"The radio aids would be more 
significant than anything else in integ- 
rating deaf children into mainstream 
schools," Mr Harry Cay ton. Director 
of the National DeufChildren’s Socie- 
ty, said. The NDCS has just launched 
an appeal for funds to set up a Inan 
service for equipment and lo provide 
more itiformniinn on new nearing 
teehnologv for parents, teachers and 
miter professionals.

Information publishing is no Konger just a case of 
ink on paper, reports John Marty n. And using the 
information is not dependent on someone else’s 
index and editorial priorities.

As one of the stages in the 
composition process, the computers 
created machine-readable versions of

• accessible over telephone lines by 
using a terminal and a cheap connec- 
. tor, the online database industry was 
born. There are now more than two

virtually every subject from the most 
recent developments in science Bnd 
technology to this morning's prices for 
raw materials or stocks and shares. 

As soon as print existed in an 
electronic form, it was no great leap of

This approach, adopted for teletext 
and viewdata systems (eg through 
Edrax before Cccfax/Oracle: through 
MlcroViewdata, CommunlEcl, nnd 
Local Viewdata before Prcslcl) , allows 
you to explore, developing efficiency 
on Ihc way, without thc cost of connec- 
tion and telephone before using thc 
real systems. All the simulations 
‘work’ however, and allow informa- 
tion to be collected, organized, en- 
tered, searched, and retrieved. 

Computer-based information sys- 
lens arc additional resources for stu- 
dents of all ages, lo supplement books, 
newspapers, magazines, TV radio, 
telephone calls, posters, and of course, 
teachers! Sometimes thc electronic 
versions replace but often they en- 
hance and enrich our existing Informa- 
tion stores. We want students to be 
able to choose what or which is 
appropriate for their purposes and 
preferences . . . 




Thc school library has always been 
seen as the basic resource in a primary 
school (apart from the teacher), for 
here resides the stored knowledge of 


many general ions. Even though ours is 
a small primary school (ISO on roll) we 
count ine possession of a good stock of 
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non-fiction books as a priority and thus 
have nearly 3000 different titles avail- 
able to the children. 

The acquisition of computers added 
to our resource base and bcfoie long 
problems children had been experienc- 
ing using and understanding the 
school’s non-fiction library led the 
leader of library resources within the 
school (Mrs Seagrave) and myself to 
consider how thc computer might help 
overcome some of these problems, 

Thc first need was to overcome the 
difficulty children had in searching Tor 
n book which wuuld fit thc topic In 
which they were engaged. In the 
conventional library this Is done by 
title and yet thc book may encompass 
many areas other than those indicated 
in the title. We also wished to enhance 
children’s library skills both in terms of 
analysis of a book’s contents (which wc 
would need to do prior to inputing the 
data) and replicating (once the data 
had been input) some of the dements 
contained within modern library sys- 
tems which use computer databases. 
Finally it would give us an opportunity 
to produce printed bibliographies for 
topic work. 

We found existing databases either 
too complex or too limiting (in terms of 
the number of records which could be 
stored). Thusthe program Library was 
bom. The regional MEP centre pro- 
vided the programming expertise and 
it was decided that the database should 
include die following information: ti- 
tle, publisher, minimum reading age 
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as involves distribution of text over wire 
of or as a broadcast signal, to a computer 
he terminal at which it may be read from 
le- the screen, printed out onto paper, or 
ts, saved onto a magnetic disc or tape for 
iry later use.

All this was done in the light of the 
problems we had experienced in the 
past. 

This might best be illustrated by the 
need for books on 'castles' (we made 
this a key word) and ‘slate 1 (we used a 
more general word ‘rocks’) after a 
school visit to Wales. 

This work developed the children’s 
ability to scan a book and to use the 
index as a due lo the key words they 
should use (a key word is not used if it 
already appears in thc title as thc 
program searches for the word any- 
where in thc record). A lot of very 
useful work came out of this activity 
and it involved the children in a very 
careful use of language. With an ever 
expanding library ana with new needs 
continuously arising these records are 
capable of boih expansion and revision 
in a manner much simpler than thc 
previous card system. 

Wc now huve a valuable resource 
which can give both pupils and 
teachers lists of books for topic work. 
Wc arc now making a fuller use of our 
library resource (or thc books now 
included in the list do not rely upon the 
book's title or place in the catalogue 
system alone. This actually makes 
more books available to the child and 
teacher. Wc need to recognize, how- 
ever, that the system has its imperfec- 
tions: wc are not using a mainframe 
computer and the system is by com- 
parison slow (the computer can under- 
take a search in your absence leaving 
you a print on your return). | 

Other programs have developed 
from recognising the needs of children, 
one such example being Which Flow- 
er? When children experienced diffi- 
culty with wild-flower guides they set 
out their own criteria and again MEP 
came to the rescue and provided the 
necessary programmer. 

Their guide now includes some 70 
I flowe rs they have observed in thc area 

in and around the school ( information 
includes colour, leaf type , flower type, 
size and arrangement, stem, location 
and season). They also went back to 
the library and include the name and 
page of two conventional guides which 
gave pictures and further information 
about the flower concerned. 

Thus was created a program which 
combined many worthwhile feaures 
involved in any information gathering 
exercise. The most important feature 
is that it began with the child drawing 
out of him nls ability to observe and 
classify and then directing him towards 
the source of more detailed informa- 
tion available in the books of thc 
library. 

In inis work the school's traditional 
basic resource has been linked to the 
age of the microchip and together 
work for the extension of the child’s 
knowledge and understanding.

Government changes which will make 
if easier for parents lo make out 
covenants fo support their student 
children - and easier for their children 
tu claim the money - were announced 
oy the Government last week. 

The changes will be of 'help to a 
substantial number of students. A 1983 
survey to the National Union of 
Students found that 87 per cent of 
students depended on o parental con- 
tribution to their grant and, of those, 
nearly half received money through a 
legal covenant. v 

■ simplified procedures, to be 
introduced by the Inland Revenue for 
the next academic year, will include 
forms making it easier for parents to 
make out valid deeds and n new 

S ment claim form tailored to the 
of students. 

As more and more parents opt for 
covenants and their associated tax 
advantage, the proportion of students 
receiving less than the assessed con- 
tribution from their parents lias fallen: 
from "early three-quarters to less than 
nan, tnc NUS says. 

Still looking . . . 


Next week's Green Paper on higher 
education into the 19WJs will rnngc at 
length over the whole field, from free 
speech in overseas students. 

Bui 'it will he a serious disappoint- 
ment to those expecting structural 
change and to the persistent optimists 
who still hope to see a Government 
change of heart over student numbers. 
And it will contain no new in forma [ion 
on i he central issue of funding levels, 
where the Government is tied by its 
three-year planning horizon - anti the 
timing of the next General Election 
would give any figures limited value 1 
anyway. 

While financial details will he ab- 
sent. the general drift will he clear 
enough. As January’s White Paper 
implied, the higher education system 
will be expected to cope with roughly 
constant numbers up to the end of the 
decade, and to maintain high stan- 
dards, with ever-dwindling resources. 

Efficiency and selectivity will be the 
key words. The Green Paper will state 


once again the Government's firm 
view that it would lie better to he 
decisive and selective than lo allow 
institutions to wither by attrition. The 
spectre of closures will' be raised once 
again. 

As for efficiency, ministers nrc said 
to have been pleased with Sir Alex 
Jarrntt's _ report on the running of 
universities. Now Sir Keith Joseph, the 
Education Secretary, has asked the 
National Advisory Andy to draw up a 
code of good practice for public sector 
institutions, as they struggle lo 
accommodate more teacher training 
students without extra funds. 

On the general question of access, 
the Green Paper is expected to en- 
dorse the rewording of the Robbins 
Principle proposed by both the univer- 
sities and the public sector in their 
submissions last year: that higher 
education courses should be available 
to ah those wanting to take them and 
able to benefit” - rather than “qual- 
ified to do so". 


But is is expected to accompany (hat 
change with some stem words on the 
importance of mainiainiiig standards 
with special reference to entrants with- 
out traditional qualifications. Minis- 
ters are adamant that the drive lo 
expand the number of mature students 
must not menu admitting students who 
cannot cope with the academic de- 
mands of a course.

Building pressure for parents’ voice 


parent and community organ izn- 
"lions in England and Wales are

Decisions are necessary after the 
formal setting up of a European Pa- 
rents’ Association at a Milan confer- 


ence last month, when parent power 
was given n firm nudge forward by a 
European Commission grown 


crcusingly anxious to make the Euro- 
pean Community more real for ordin- 


ary people, at home and school levels

cannot reach. 

The EPA, tentatively launched two 

f ours ago with pump-priming money 
rom the EC at a Luxemburg confer- 
ence on home-schonl relations, was 
this time officially established with 
written constitution and aims at a 
conference cnllcd “Parent and school: 
a necessary alliance", held at Milan 
stale university and attended by 140 
representatives of 16 countries, mem- 
bers of the EC or the Council of 
Europe. 

The first steps will be to set up an 
information exchange and a perma- 
nent Brussels-basca secretariat. Its 


policy priority will be to promote 
equality of educational opportunities 


for handicapped children and for other 


disadvantaged groups such as children 
of migrant workers. It will also push 
for greater sex equality. 

At the 1983 Luxemburg conference, 
the representative from the National 
Confederation or Pa rent -Teacher 
Associations had decided to stay out or 
the EPA. alarmed to find that most 
European parent groups wanted to 
keep themselves separate from 
teachers, while the PTAs were built on 
collaboration with them. The Scottish 
Parent Teacher Council hud no such 
inhibitions and its representative. 
.George Jackson, went straight on to 
the steering committee as the UK 
voice. 

This lime round the NCPTA team - 


zeneral secretary Jack Jones, with his 
ieputy Jamqs Hammond and Sheila

win a voice on the administrative 
council which would succeed the steer- 


But they were up against a familiar 
Euro argument. Having failed to come 
in at the beginning. Englnnd was going 
to find it more difficult to make a late 
entry. If it was argued that the UK 
could not be represented only by a 
Scot, then the West Germans might 
demand 12 members, one for each 
’ Lander. 

In the end, a compromise was 


agreed by which the big countries - 
France, West Ocrmany, the UK, Italy 


and Spain - will get two members each . 
with one each for Denmark. Holland, 
Belgium, Luxemburg, Greece, Por- 
tugal and Ireland. The next step will be 


for parent groups in each country to 
find ways ofcboosmg the names to put 
forward. 


The Campaign for the Advance- 
ment of State Education, the Com- 
munity Education Development Cen- 
tre and the Pre-school Playgroups 
Association were among the other UK 
groups present at the EPA conference, 
and will have to be consulted along 
with Northern Ireland parents' groups, 
although they are all in any case free to 
join the EPA, provided they go along 
with the aims: to represent parents 1 








associations to international author- 
ities uiuT Tn particular, to the Euro- 
pean Commission. Council and Parlia- 
ment; to collect and share information; 
to elaborate educational policies; to 
stimulate relevant research: to prom- 
ote parents' and teachers' training for a 
better family-school dialogue. 

A keynote speech from Dr Alastuir 
Machcll] of Glasgow University, 
whose recently published research on 
school -family relations in the EC. 
“The child between”, provided the 
theme of the Luxemburg conference 
and the inspiration for the EPA, 
suggested that any group which shared 
the association's aims should be given 
easy access to membership. 

Much research had shown that 
achievement in school was closely 
related to what parents think, do and 
say at home. I here would never be 
equality of opportunity without dose 
parental involvement mid it was im- 
portant for the conference to establish 
not just what parent groups ure doing 
now - but what might he done. It was 
necessary, he emphasized, to put 
words into ideas and then into Action, 
to work from the bottom up towards 
the European dimension. 

Existing research should be col- 
lected, summarized and disseminated, 
together with examples of good prac- 
tice. Small working parties should 
meet to discuss such issues as teacher 
training, the law, and pupil involve- 
ment. 

But these suggestions cost money, 
and David Coyne, for the European 
Commission, confirmed that further 


funding would depend very much on a 
clear definition of constitution and 


programme. Though a future pro- 
gramme must be of value to the 


association, it should also help to fulfil 
the need for cooperation at European 
level. The Council of Ministers needed 
a parental viewpoint to call upon in its 
deliberations, as it can already with 
teachers through ETUC. “If we want 
things out," he confirmed, “we must 
put money in." 

For the UK group, the attraction is 
obviously partly the familiar lure of 
Euro-gold for it could mean access to 
subsidies that even on a small scale 
could transform the outlook and op- 
erations of voluntary organizations. 
But they were also impressed by the new 
insights developed during working 
group discussions into the ways that 
determined parent groups were able to 
exercise influence in other EC coun- 
tries- whether through statutory rights 
or finance, or because they were 
single-minded enough to take on 
teachers over maths methods, or local 
authorities on school organization. 

In the face of near-unanimous opin- 
ion that parent groups should be 
separate from teachers at school, local 
and national level, the English/Welsh 
team were lonely but articulate pro- 
tagonists for the view that a child is 
more likely to benefit from close 
relationships between parents and 
teachers than from confrontation - 
which after all was well in line with the 
theme of “The child between”. 

1 James Hammond came away believ- 
ing that the NCPTA may hove much to 
teach the Europeans about this, but 
also conceding that the more central- 
ized our education service becomes, 
the more necessary it will be to have a 
powerful voice for parents, which 
teachers could not dominate at nation- 
al level.

backing for a national parents’ group 
strong enough to take them on. 

German parents pointed out that 
their own teacher unions were so 
strong, that parents had to be strong to 
look after tnoir own interests. 

It may indeed be that the informa- 
tion exchange plans will be a more 
effective instrument In spreading good 
practice than the policy priorities 
urged upon it by the EC in a fairly 
transparent move to knock things into

a shape that will inuke the EPA eligible 
fur funding. 


For the past two years, since a 
declaration at the 19H3 Stuttgart heads 
of government meeting mentioned 
education and culture for the first time, 
education has been creeping up the 
European Commission agenda. The 
view that the Common Market arouses 
little enthusiasm in the ordinary Euro- 
pean (especially among young people) 
was rammed home by the low turn- 
out in last year's European elec- 
tions. Though education and training 
programmes ure now being directed 


towards economic regeneration via 
technology, rather than unemploy- 
ment projects, one of the first fruits of 
the new education emphasis will be u 
recommendation on cqunl opportuni- 
ties to be presented to the Education 
Ministers' meeting in Madrid in June. 

It remains to he seen whether Den- 
mark. which has up till now vetoed 
education proposals' on the grounds 
that the subject is not mentioned 
specifically in the Treaty of Rome, will 
go along with the new priorities. 

Maybe in the end the EPA, which 
could become Mary Wantock's night- 


mare of a pushy middle-class parents's 
organization, will be an instrument to 
fulfil Dr Macbeth’s dream by opening 
up the wuy to equal educational oppor- 
tunities for the children of disadvan- 
taged groups, as well ns spreading the 
word on effective pressure-grouping. 

That could certainly he an ironic 
outcome for the present British Gov- 
ernment, which has shown remarkably 
little interest in the EPA or in the EC 
as an arbiter of education policy, and 
has talked a (at about a parent voice

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Anne Good on changes in the European Social Fund 

EEC austerity drive may 
fall hardest on Britain 


Reports (hat Britain is facing hiy cuts 
in European Social Fund financing for 
its training schemes intensified last 
week when the new rules for allocuiing 
the fund during 10H6-88 were 
announced in Brussels. 

The tougher rules will certainly 
mean that fewer applications will he 
cligihlc. but Mr Peter Sutherland. 
EEC commissioner responsible for the 
Tund. refused to comment on claims 
that British training schemes will hear 
the hninl of the austerity drive. 

Last year Britain received more than 
£350 million - one third of the total 
fund - and the European Commission 
has been under pressure to restore » 
geographical halunee. 

Britain's past success has been attri- 
buted to its tailoring training prog- 
rammes to fit the fund's criteria, nnd 
some observers see (lie new rules ns a 
way of counteracting that efficiency. 
While the fund has no overt national 
quotas, polilicnl pressure is pushing for 
a wider distribution of resources. 

Thc'main problem is that the social 
fund has not expanded at anything like 
the some rale as the demands nn it. 

Mr Sutherland said: “Just as the 
Community budget us a whole is 
inadequate, so the social fund is ill- 
equipped financially to meet the mas- 
sively accumulated demands being im- 
posed on it by high unemployment and 
national spending cuts.” 

In 1983 there were 752 applications 
to the fund, by 1985 this figure bad 
grown to 4,785. on increase of more 
than 6(KI per cent. But. in the same 
period the fund's budget was only 
increased by ft percent, to £1.2 billion, 
not even keeping pace with inflation. 

The existing rules were “too exten- 
sive”. Mr Sutherland said, arid this 
made the fund less effective. Nearly 8H 

F ier cent of this year's applications 
ilted the fund’s priorities so the Com- 
mission had to reduce the aid given to 
each project. In the absence of any 
polilicnl will among the member gov- 
ernments to increase the fund's re- 
sources the Commission was forced to 


narrow down the types ol protect it 
would fund in the future and cut down 
on the number of regions which would 
be given priority. Mr Sutherland said. 

The main aim was to give funding to 
the areas in greatest 'need. It was 
"unrealistic" to look to the ESI- to 

f irovide the answer for every social ill. 
nr cverv group, no mailer where it 
occurred or why it was caused, he 
added. 

Training in new technologies. Inngu 
preoccupation of the Commission, 
which believes that Europe has fallen 
dangerously belli ml the United Stales 
and Japan in this field, will receive a 
major boost under the new, tighter 
rules. No training programme will 
receive funding unless it includes this 
element. 

All programmes must offer at least 
2lX> hours of [mining. 4Uuf which must 
be spent on learning new technologies. 
This will put Europe “at the forefront 
of the drive to modernize nnd adapt 
European economics", said Mr 
Sutherland. Il was essential since "new 
technology is part or the language 
everyone is going to need" nnd be- 
cause “industry requires ail workers to 
Ii3vc a basic knowledge of new tech- 
nologies". 

Regional criteria will also be stricter 
under the new rules, the EEC's poorer 
regions - Greece. Ireland. Northern 
Ireland. Italy's Mczzogiomo nnd the 
French overseas departments - are 
guaranteed funding amounting to at 
least 41) per cent of the ESF's re- 
sources. Otherwise, aid goes to areas 
of very high unemployment and those 
suffering from industrial decline. 

At the moment, 64 per cent of the 
Community's labour force live in 
ureas which qualify under the geog- 
raphical rules. The Commission hus 
decided to bring this figure down to 57 
per cent next year and to continue 
reducing it in the following years. So 
definitions of depressed areas have 
been changed, using Community sta- 
tistics for unemployment and income 
per person. 


Some UK areas will still lit into list: 
new priorities - for example. 
Merseyside. Strathclyde. Glamorgan 
and West Yorkshire. But projects in 
pockets of urban decay within prosper- 
ous cities like London are likely ui be 
excluded. 

The Commission promised to take a 
further look at the position of these 
so-called “black spots” during the next 
year. 

Projects for some categories of 
worker are exempt from the regional 
rules. Noii-traditional training for 
women, language training for migrant 
workers, adaptation nf workplaces for 
the handicapped, and recruitment to 
new jobs resulting from shorter or 
more flexible working hours arc all 
exempt. 

Bui youth nrogruinnics will l>c hit 
mid many UK projects, especially the 
Youth Training Schemes, arc likely to 
suffer under the more stringent rules to 
be applied to youth training prog- 
rammes outside the poorer regions. 

Until now three types of training 
programme have been eligible: linked 
training and job experience for school- 
leavers. training for the undcr-25s and 
recruitment schemes. 

These have been narrowed under 
the new rules. Job experience will 
qualify only if it is in one of the poor 
regions ana for those under 18. Young 
people's training must aim to train 
those with “inadequate skills” for I 
skilled jobs involving new technology. 
The Commission will only part finance 
recruitment subsidies if the joh on 
offer is permanent . rather than for one 
year, at present. • _ 

The new, more stringent ESF rules 
are linked to another new Commission 
programme which was announced re- 
cently. Under this special programme 
the EEC will spend over £2 million 
during the next four years helping 
national training policies in member 
states to adapt to new technologies. 
The three-pronged programme will 
fund demonstration training projects, 
international research and study visits.

Youth hot 1 Brussels topic 


It is not difficult to understand why the 
education and training of 16 to 19-year- 
olds has become a hot European topic 
nnd why last week It dominated the 
Brussels conference of the education 
ministers or the Council of Europe. 
Foaf has fuelled progress os much as 
principle. 

The 21 member states of the council 
have 18 million people out of work and 
In many countries young people tinder 
25 account for 40 per cent of the 
unemployed. The problem ranges from 
0.3 per cent Of 16 to' 19 unemployed in 
Austria to 50 per cent in Spain, in the 
UK 27 per cent of under-25s arc out of 
work. 

Mr Allan Stewart, the Scottish 
education minister, who .led (he UK 
delegation, admitted publicly that 
youth training had been an expedient to 
ameliorate unemployment. But that 
was, .all over now, he insisted. The 
Government was committed to training 
as a continuing investment. 

The conference’s concern, however, 
went further. Seiior Marcellno Orcja, 
the council’s secretary general, said 
young people were beginning to doubt 
the value of education and training. 

He added: “But the Infection goes 
deeper than this. It goes beyond young 
people's view of education. It takes 
hold of their perception of society os a 
whole. Authoritarianism builds on 
such ground. In my opinion, a demo- 
cracy viewed with indifference or 
rejected by Its young people cannot 
survive. The threat of unemployment ts 
a threat to democracy itself." 

That uneasy alliance between con- 
cern for the unemployed and fear for 
the political consequences of unemploy- 
ment was evident throughout (he con- 
ference, although there was general 
agreement that more relevant educa-

Future uncertainly and the domina- 
tion of the new technologies made It 
especially difficult for educationists to 
develop new courses and accessible 
structures, It was agreed. The answer, 
as Seftor Orcja described It in terms 
familiar to the British audience, was “a 
broader, more general education and 
(raining avoiding early spcclaliza- 
tion*’. Adaptability, lifelong learn- 
ing, self-reliance and Inltlnllve were the 
new desirable qualities. 

Mr Stewart, who was asked to lead 
the UK delegation by Sir Keith Joseph, 
the Education Secretary, because of 
Scotland’s innovations In the education 
of 16 to 19-year-olds, vigorously prom- 
oted ‘the virtues of the Scottish Educa- 
tion Department’s action plan which 
began replacing the traditional non- 
advanced'FE courses with short mod- 
, i: l ii’i. >. r-.l ll i-- .i ill. r • 


ules last August. 

The conference resolution on 16to 19 
reflected the proeoccupatlons of thB ac- 
tion plan. Young people, it said, should 
be given basic skills and n versatile 
attitude to life and work which would 
moke them ’adapt to the uncertainties 
ahead. Education and training Should 
also be sufficiently flexible to ease 
transfer between schools, FE and high- 
er education, "There should be no dead 
ends within the system.’’ 

Despite the emphasis on the virtues 
of training, many delegates were un- 
easy about turning education into a tool 
oteconomlcs. This was reflected in the 
number of calls for an integrated 
system of vocational and general educa- 
tion, and in an Insistence that all pupils 
should be exposed to both types of 
education. 

The final communique also reflected 
this unease, referring' to the need to 
equip youngsters to lead “a fulfilling 
personal life". It also emphasized that 
basic knowledge and skills should, in- 
clude an adequate grasp of n( least one 
modern language. The French wanted 
all pupils to learn at least two languages 
but this was rejected as"unrcalistic’ f by 
the Germans. 

The British undoubtedly felt smug at 
(he conference. The ministers aup- 
ported the call for all school-leavers to 
be offered at least six months' addition- 
al basic training and/or prework ex- 
perience. Mr Slewnrl proudly pointed 
out that youth training in tile UK tyas 
be expanded to two years (he remained 
pointedly, silent during another discus- 
sion on Improving educational oppor- 
tunities for girls and women).

In a bold 
move to attract fresh tnlent into the 
teaching profession, New Jersey is

f The programme, known as the

And given that New Jersey teachers 
are on average salaries of $25,125 
(£20,000) which is far less than most 
could expect to earn in other profes- 
sions. thc response has been remark- 
able. 

Since January there hnve been 560 
applicants, including lawyers, accoun- 
tants, artists and journalists. Once in 
the classroom they arc closely super- 
vised and work with an experienced 
teacher. They must also take 2(Kl hours 
of formal teaching instruction. Full 
certification is expected within a year. 

The New Jersey scheme is thc only 
one in the United Slates to grant full 
teacher certification to those without 
education degrees.

The programme became necessary 
because over the next 10 years New 
Jersey is expected to lose half its 73.5(H) 
teachers through retirement or res- 
ignation. Like other states with similar 
problems, it had been operating an 
emergency certification programme. 
But according to Mrs Celeste Rorro 
Director of Teachers’ Certification 
and Academic Credentials in the state 
education department, this had led to a 
“precipitous decline’’ in thc quality of 
the teaching force. Thc emergency 
programme has now been scrapped in 
favour of the new scheme. 

Officials arc confident that thc new 
entrants lack of formal teacher training 
will be more than compensated by 
their maturity, experience in a speci- 
fic field, and a real desire to he a 
teacher. 

But not everyone sees it that wny. 
Ms Janice Weaver, Dean of the states 
largest teacher education programme 
at the School of Professional Studies. 
Glasshom Slate College, claims that 
disregard for formal teacher training 
indicates thnt teachers do not get the 
same kind of respect for specialized 
knowledge as do plumbers, thus far it 
seems to he a minority view. 

Elsewhere in the United States, the 
obsession for testing grows. It is gener- 
ally seen as an echo of the national erv 
for educational excellence, and propo- 
nents argue that it is only reasonable to 
subject teachers to the same hurdles 
faced by other professions.

None immune from criticism in a free society 


Sir - My capacity for replying in 
criticism is somewhui limited since 
everything I write for publuMiiun must 
first be submitted to my director and 
ilepuiy director of education Tor scru- 
tiny and approval. However, since I 
exist in a personal as well as profes- 
sional capacity, it may he (hat. as the 
highly critical letter from Clive Billing- 
ham (TES, May 3} raises questions 
about my personal integrity, a plea of 
self-defence may be sufficient to pro- 
tect me from official disapproval. 

Mr Biliingham’.s letter touches on 
three topics: my criticisms of ethnic 
minorities, the origins of the "Drum- 
mond Parents’ Action Group”, and 
the official report on iny school. Re- 
garding the firsi topic, 1 believe abso- 
lutely in the right of ail British citizens 
to enjoy all those rights which arc 
guaranteed to everyone. Bui 
citizenship in a free society not only 
confers certain rights and privileges; it 
also carries with il duties and responsi- 
bilities. This applies to all citizens 
regardless of race, colour or country of 
origin. I bis mixture of human rights 
ant) legal and moral duties seems to me 
to be the essence of liberty in- a free 
society. As Edmund Burke said: 
“Liherty, loo, must be limited in order 
to be possessed". 

It is from within this concept of 
citizenship that the right to criticize 
nnd the duty to cope with criticism 
arises. No one is immune from critic- 
ism - nor is any group or community. 

Right to choose 

Sir - I am rather tired of Honey ford- 
bashing (TES, May 3). It is outrageous 
to assume thnt everyone must be n 
relativist. 

Within any culture it is difficult and 
harmful to pretend that if, say in an 
Rlien culture, a women may not di- 
vorce her husband even if he beats her 
regularly, then that is fair enough - in 
that culture. It is not. There are 
inherent issues of right and wrong. If 
this sounds patronizing; it is no more 
so than thc holieHlian-ihou hysteria 
engendered hy Mr Honeyford’s state- 
ments. 

Thc life of any person - regardless of 
class or race - is much too complex to 
describe with a few Swann-like plati- 
tudes.

Our future as a sane end just society 
depends on our sensitivity to thc needs 
nnd cultures of our fellow-citizens; our 
future as a species depends on our 
perception of thc Interdependence of 
mankind with the rest of thc nnturnl 
world. It is therefore vital that every 
child's education includes dements 
designed to increase intcrculturnl and 
international understanding. Such 
dimensions of the curriculum are in 
many senses “immediate”, since the 
world beyond our shores daily pene- - 
trates our homes and classrooms and 
affects the lives of all our pupils. 

Education for intercultural and in-

What was not explained by those we 
consulted (including the APU Steering 
I Group of which Margaret Brown wus! 
at that time, a mem her) was the puzzle 
or the inconsistent levels of success in 
the two age IS items and the puzzle of 
the large number of 1 1-year-olds who 
wrote decimals in order of size but the 
wrong way round. We believe that this 
latter response is due to the extension 
of the LS error: when two or more 
decimals are “longest" LS error-mak- 
ers select the largest and so place ihe 
numbers the wrong wav round.

Mnrcnret Brown's exam- 
ples. however, do lead me to a further 
hypothesis which needs to he investi- 
gated. namely (hat children are more 
likely to give an LS response when 
asked to compare numbers less than 
one.

Virginia Makins visits a Brent primary where 
infant teachers led the way 


W hen you gu into clussroums at Chamher- 
laync Wood school in Brent, you get hit 
on the head by children's work. Hun- 
dreds of words ill list ral ions, mid book- 
lets, dangle from lightly criss-crossed strings, m 
just about head height for adults. 

Underneath, in both infant and junior class- 
rooms. there’s a workshop atmosphere - ham- 
mering from a woodwork corner, two boys 
looking for bits of mirror to experiment wilh 
reflections, children listening to tapes of stories 
told in different languages, children studying 
some worms, as well as children writing, doing the 
usual range of primary maths, making papier 
much i Easter eggs or simply reading. 

The classroom and hall and stairwell walls - all 
covered with work - show few signs of the usual 
class topics and projects. “There’s so much going 
on there's really not much time for much in the 
topic line”, said a teacher of third and fourth year 
juniors. “They do more when they follow their 
own interests,” said another, with top infants. 

The workshops spill out into the large halls of 
the three-storey late 19th-century building: chil- 
dren use the floor space for painting, or spreading 
books out for research. In the ground floor hall, 
two little girls from a reception class were busy 
sticking words they'd written and cut out along a 
long narrow roll of brown paper. Later I met them 
again on the top floor, with a 20 foot long story 
about “The woman who didn't know the secret of 
the Passage to India''. They said, “we are looking 
for juniors to read it.” 

In another hall the senior orchestra was 
practising in professional style, under the direc- 
tion of Keith Lovell, the deputy head: “Now 
descant recorders, don’t let us down on the C 
sharps." The school has two orchestras, a brass 
ensemble, and n string quartet. "Music is central 
to what’s going on here, not just something round 
the edges”, said a peripatetic strings teacher. 

A class of older juniors had a notice on the 
door: “Before you enter, please check the 
working conditions". The options were normal 
working conditions - you cru discuss things and 
move around; library conditions - you must be 
silent bul can move Hround; and examination 
conditions- absolute silence, no movement, only 
the teacher can talk. 

When the present head. Gill Pitt, arrived In 
1977 to turn a separate infants and girls’ junior 
school into an all-through primary, there were 14 
children in the reception class, and plenty of 
spaces in nursery. 'Almost all the children were 
black or Asian. 

Now ail the classes have around 30 children, 
and the school is about to go up to three-form 
entry. 'Hie ethnic mix reflects the neighbourhood 
much better, and middle-class parents, both black 
and -white, have started to beat a path to the 
head’s door. 

Gill Pilt snys she came in with very formal 
instincts. She introduced an optional scarlet 
uniform, with ties for girls. There’s a forma! 
leaver’s day, with awards of tiny silver cups, each 
shared by two or three leavers - the Bene 
Mercnte cup, the Victor Ludorum cup, the 
courtesy cup, and many more. Almost, but not 
quite all, leavers, have their names engraved on 
one of them, and can take it home for part of the 
following year. 

But what was happening in the -classrooms, 
though liighly organized, was far from formal. 
’’I’ve been retrained by my staff over seven years 
of headship", explains Gill Pitt. The school seems 
to have managed tb put the beliefs of advisers and 
experts into practice to a remarkable extent, 
particularly in the teaching of language. 

English is about reading and a great deal of 
writing and talking - but there are no reading 
schemes and no comprehension exercises. A lot 
of me early reading material is the ohildi’eh’s own

stories, dictated to the ichcIilt and hound in large 
books with large print and the children's illustra- 
tions. 

The children glow with pride when they read 
you their books. When I was there Kapil, 

Vivcndra and Anil in the lop infants had just 
written a book culled Stories about Indian Gods. 

“One day there was a boy and he had it Khanli 
round his neck and one day there was another boy 
who was a bully. He did not know that a Khanti 
was a very special thing that Indian people wear to 
help them be strong and not scared. So the bully 
grabbed hold of the Khanti and he tripped over 
because the Khanti controls the boy and protects 
him . . .” 

This book, like others, had superb illustrations 
and the authentic ring of folk tales (sec below). 

Some make good reading by any standard - and I 
are read and enjoyed by other children. The 
tradition of book-making continues to the older 
juniors, where quite long books are written. 

Each child is supposed to do twenty minutes of 
formal maths each day, and some silent reading. 

Apart from that, in the classes I visited, children 
mninly Follow their own projects, with the teacher 
encouraging them to keep a balance: “It's so easy 
to steer them it’s frightening", snid Avril Arnold, 
teaching top infants. “You can persuade them so 
easily to move in the directions you want” said 
Elaine Webb, teaching top juniors, who tries to 
get children to negotiate their own timetables and 
evaluate their own work. 

What Gill Pitt learned from her teachers - 
particularly, in the early days, from the infant 
teachers - was that the process of learning was 
what mattered, not the product. So, when some 
top juniors went off to Richmond Park for the 
day, the thing that most pleased the head and the 
class teacher was not neatly written folders on the 
history, flora and fauna of the park, but the way 
the children had planned, cooked, raised funds 
for, and generally organized the picnic they took 
with them, all involvinga lot of research, practical 
ninths and problem-solving. 

And when the same class had been encouraged 
to take on some technology the previous term, 
using circuits and wheels and cogs and levers, the 
teacher, Elaine Webb says: “We used a lot of 
balsa wood, and learnt a lot. but very little was 
actually produced.” 

“You have to be confident when there’s not 
always tangible evidence of children learning”, 
said Mary Davidson, who teaches lower juniors. 

"Learning is blocked when you keep asking for 
tnngible evidence: if the chUdren can’t produce 
what the teacher wnnts, they begin to think they 
just can't do it.” 

The head keeps very close watch on everything 
that happens, collecting in work from each child 
every half term,, making clear policy decisions. 

Recently, after giving the staff two years’ notice, 
all reading schemes were thrown out, to be 
replaced by books chosen on complex criteria 
drawn up by the staff. 

Whether we were talking about the teaching of 
mathematics, or racism, or the different 
approaches of boys and girls when they've made n 
working model (apparently left to themselves 
boys play with it, learning h great deal in the 
process, where girls Sit down and write about it, 
learning very' little) the thoughtfulness and 
observation of the teachers 1 met were very 
striking. 

Over the pnst years, there has been a good 
range of school based in-service training for staff. 

“All curriculum development needs professional 
input- it can’t just be done by teachers. You must 
give all staff the same grounding, something to 
talk ubout and a language to talk in,” says Gill 
Pitt. I

groups. “If you're appointing someone, first you 
look nt them as a clnss teacher, next you consider 
their particular talent”, snys Gill Pitt. “And it’s 
impossible for one class teacher to do much for a 
subject across the whole JMI nge-range.” 

All curriculum changes have been based on a 
lot of discussion, and in-service. When papers are 
produced, staff are given an hour off leaching to 
make sure they’ve all had time to read them. 
“Unless everyone’s committed to a decision, it 
won’t be done." 

Gill Pitt says that it lakes at least seven years to 
begin to change a whole school's approach and 
methods. In the time she’s been at Chamberiayne 
Wood, standards on Brent's reading tests have 
steadily improved, and the improvement in- 
creases as the children gel older. The children 
also performed well above Ihe average on verbal 
reasoning tests, until the Borough recently aban- 
doned them. 

The self-confidence and cooperation of the 
children In the classrooms and around the school 
was also striking. The playground, on a windy 
Spring day, was pandemonium, with a lot of 


conflict: out there a lot of the children didn’t look 
at all easy to engage or manage. 

Gill Fill believes that the children are well 
prepared for secondary school, with most of them 
able to organize themselves, and some having 
worked through quite acute emotional or be- 
havioural problems under the school's careful 
non-nuthoritarian discipline, and achieved a 
workable degree of self-control. 

“We have very traditional expectations” says 
Gill Pitt. She says she still feels torn between 
wanting clear structure, and knowing how diffi- 
cult it is to combine structured classrooms with 
active learning by individual children. But she's 
now confident that “children can’t fail to progress, 
academically when they regularly get chances for 
active learning". 

“The qualify of the school is based on the 
talents of the teachers, -and the head's job is to 
develop those talents," she says. "You must have 
faith In yourtcachers. Nothing here is hit and miss 
- the teachers know their children and know 
where they nre and wlial they need."

Teachers are fighting a losing battle against 
televised trash and trivia, Peter Mullen argues. 


( f 'm Vic teacher!) 1 unions insist that their mem* 
I t*crs should be paid more money because 
U of the arduousness of the job and the 
special qualities which it demands. The 
Government says that it is looking for an 
improvement in teaching standards which can be 
noticed ffl the achievements of the pupils. I know 
from first hand experience in secondary and 
primary schools that rhe job is arduous - and 
becoming more so; but it is beyond the powers ol 
teachers to make much difference to the stan- 
dards achieved by most of their pupils. 

You do not get rid of measles by painting over 

( spots: education is not just what goes on in 
schools - it is not even primarily that - hut an 
activity determined by society at large, what we 
used to call “a culture”. And there arc fare more 
powerful - because wealthy nnd ubiquitous - 
influences at work than those exercised by the 
class teacher. 

The main, and worst, influence is television. I 
do not mean Co refer only to the gaudy rubbish 
like Dallas and Dynasty which many parents 
allow their children to watch on nn evening before 
going into school the next morning to complain 


living-room carpel, are then introduced to chil- 
dren's programmes English style. Yell. Right. 
That’s right. They arc “educated’’ in the know- 
ledge that conversations should he about some 
piece of expensive trivia that you want to "get" or 
"swap”; that the most vital area of discourse 
concerns whni was on television last night or what 
is coming on tonight; that the most important 
people in the world are pop-stars. 

There is much flashing light and shiny blnck 
leather and a complete lack of any depth or 
seriousness in the "input” which must be kept 
“light”. Pop-sturs turn up as studio guests to be 
interviewed by the television personality nhout 
i heir latest video which the children can then 
watch nn the studio monitor. The video is always 
■’great" or "amazingly successful” - like the pop 
star’s American lour which was “fantastic". No 
stray word of criticism must intrude. 

Then it is time for the “Phone-in" when viewers 
ring to say what they have to swap or what they 
thought of Kate Knkon’s latest video. Sometimes 
music is played during the solemn display of the 
“Top Ten Swaps” - once this was the Sana us 
from the Missa Luba, a genuine African mass. On

in and 1 1-ycar-olds in our junior school, when 
discussing what they would most like to do with 
their lives, declared that they would like "posh 
food and fancy clothes like they have in Dynasty". 
But I want to draw attention to programmes 
which are commonly regarded as being quite 
decent, or at worst innocuous. 

Saturday mornings supply three hours ol 
whirling captions, sub-conversnliunul grunts und 
trashy music which are chiefly aimed at producing 
lifelong addiction to the most banal materialistic 
satisfactions. These programmes - Superstore. 
Saturday Starship. Number 73 and the like - are 
presented by people whose existence is defined by 
the title “television personality'’ a most revealing 
phrase: for a television personality is anyone who 
appears regiilurly on television, the mode or 
measure of his appearance, the standard of his 
artistry being entirely beside the point. Hc/she is 
“a professional", “a host”, “an nnehorperson" 
who must sit at the blue or pink desk with its 
telephones and its "TV monitor" nnd try to 
provide the semblance of "linkage" to the 
bewildering assortment of "items” which happen 
on the screen in three. minutes ’-slots" all morning. 

There is a liturgical code governing the appear- 
ance and behaviour of the anchor person. Jeans 
andT-shirt ususally. Bright colours always. A tic 
may be worn if it is loud enough. Uniform unisex. 
Professionals must be entirely interchangeable. 
Accent non-specific but "upbeat". The humour- 
less grin continuous. Switch from one channel to 
another and they are all the same; no individual- 
ity. You do not need personality to be a television 
personality. 

The first task of the anchorperson is to maintain 
any children present - the “studio audience" - in a 
state of loud and vacuous excitement. It helps if 
the children can be given T-shirts with the 
programmes's logo on them - so that they can 
imagine they too are television personalities. The 
children in the studio, or at home on the

Of the 15 tcaehers-as-pa rents writ- 
ing to The TES in response to supply 
teacher Ruth Freedman’s article (TES, April 5) 
those who were unsympathetic to her “opting 
out" of state education for her son outnumbered 
sympathetic responses by two to one. 

Both sides were equally vehement. “I have 
seen both systems at first hand and the mad rush 
for the ‘best’ private school by so many parents, 
including state school teachers, makes me very 
sad", writes a teacher working in the state system 
in the north-east. He was educated at the top end 
of the private sector but happily sends his two 
sons to state schools and repudiates the “almost 
paranoid perfectionist views" of some middle- 
class parents. 

Another contributor, a mature student teacher 
and school governor, was more enraged than 
saddened. She points out that Ruth Frccdninu's 
fivc-ycnr-old son is unlikely to be the only one in 
his class to need more demanding individual work 
and suggests that “if Mrs Freedman has spent as 
much time in organizing other discontented 
parents to demonstrate their children's capabili- 
ties ns she spent investigating prep schools she 
might have helped a lot more people than just her 
child." 

A teacher in n maintained school in the 
Midlands takes Mrs Freedman to task for the lack 
of substance in her claims about falling standards, 
arguing that as a mother of a five-year-old she Is 
ill-experienced to judge. He also points out that 
assessment of one’s own education is likely to be 
inaccurate and asks whether Mrs Freedman is 
qualified as aprimnry level teacher. 

As the father of two state-educated children, he 
has occasionally toyed with the iden of private 
education and offered one a chance to compete 
for a private place at the age of 13. The boy 
decided to remain where he was.

His children attend the secon- 
dary school at which he teaches. 

“Since my neighbours, colleagues and friends 
have entrusted me with the leaching of their 
children, who am I to look elsewhere?” he asks. 

“We could afford to send our children to 
private schools but have concluded that it is not a 
satisfactory preparation for the world which will 
face them after school", writes a privately- 
educated science teacher who has two children in 
state primary schools, she believes lhat one of 
them, who benefited from the caring and en- 
couraging atmosphere at primary school, would 
have been branded a failure at seven in the 
high pressure atmosphere of a preparatory school. 

Another secondary teacher make a spirited 
case for secondary state education in Mrs Freed- 
man's north London borough, based on the 
experiences of her three children . She admits that 
she envies certain aspects or the private sector, 
particularly the comparative lack of pressure on 
teachers - through smaller classes and shorter 
terms - and the extra parental commitment that 
paying for eduention seems to encourage. 

Of the teacher-parents sympathetic to Ruth 
Freedman's sentiments and dissatisfied with state 
education for their children, a large proportion 
had. like Mis Freedman, taught their children to 
read before they attended their first school. Many 
were disappointed not to have had this pre-school 
learning exploited by primary teachers and some 
talked about bored and frustrated children who 
vented their feelings cither at home or at school. 

One such was told that teachers were beginning 
to think her son was maladjusted. Having moved 
early to a more academic slate middle school, the 
same child is about to attend an independent 
school on full scholarship.

B oth the HMI report, Mathematics 5 to 16, 
and the Cockcroft report seem to suffer 
from an inability to grasp the nettle, in 
that tKey do not attempt to explain why 
mathematics is so different from other subjects. 
Why is mathematics found so difficult by some yet 
so easy by others? 

Mathematics is the most powerful symbolic 
system yet invented - the most human of all 
endeavours, being a totally artificial system. The 
key to mathematics and all its problems lies in its 
artificial nature. 

The mathematical establishment is attempting 
to dodge this aspect to make mathematics appear 
like other subjects. In the Cockcroft report we 
read that “mathematics provides a means of 
communication which is powerful, concise and 
unambiguous. ■ 

The HMI report suggests that teaching should 
emphasize the importance of mathematics in the 
analysis add communication of information and 
ideas, together with mathematics’ great utility as 


fascination, beyond its utilitarian value. 1 cannot 
see how these factors distinguished mathematics 
from, say, English. 

The HMI report makes great play of the 
“bottom up” criterion for determining the con- 
tent of the mathematics curriculum. This means 
that the curriculum should be determined by 
considering the range of work which is appropri- 
ate far lower attaining pupils and extending this 
range as the level of attainment of pupils 
increases. In other words, the curriculum should 
start from Ihe bottom level of attainment and 
work upwards, in contrast to fi.”top down" 
approach which takes the perceived needs of 
universities, and designs a curriculum by percola- 
tion from those academic heights. 

“Nothing should be included for which there is 
not a sound, clearly defined purpose, understood 
and appreciated by the pupils" (HMI. Criterion 
1 ) does not sit easjiy.wilh the learning of concepts. 
For example. Objective 13 suggests that using 
“the skill of multiplication in a number of 
.exanmles might lead to an awai'enea.aLthe.-. 
^ipmut$ftve property of multiplication 1 *: wliafir: 


to make their admission tests fairer to those who 
don’t have preparatory school backgrounds. 

For many teachers who had similar experiences 
to Mrs Freedman’s, independent schooling for 
their children is out of the question on finuncinl 
grounds. “Private education? Four children and 
one salary!" is a common response. One teacher 
who can't afford school fees is particularly 
worried about his ciiildren's education in rural

Wales, where until the nge of nine, leaching is 
almost exclusively in Welsh, Both parents are 
teachers, both arc English, both feel cut off from 
their children's education. 

A Home Counties teacher describes how she 
managed to pay for her four children's private 
schooling: "1 remained in full-time teaching, and 
did extra jobs as well, we moved to a much 
smaller and cheaper house and did without nny 
but camping holidays." She blames lack of 
opportunity for high-achievers in state secondar- 
ies' curricula and “half-ha ked theories" for her 
lack of trust in the maintained sector, in which she 
has had 15 years’ teaching experience. 

Should teachers who are parents “pull rank on 


the purpose which is clearly appreciated by the 
pupil In this case? Drill exercises? The education- 
al philosophy underpinning the HMI report 
seems to be somewhat shaky. 

The HMI report (and Cockcroft enrlier) con* 
fuse ease of learning with what shonld be learnt, 
and this is exacerbated by the overt pressures 
towards vocation alism exerted by the DES. 

High on the HMI list of objectives is the 
teaching of conceptual structures: the “richly 
interconnecting bodies of knowledge . . . which 
make up the substance of mathematical know*, 
ledge stored in the long term memory," as the 
Cockcroft report -has it. 

Under this heading the Inspectors list under- 
standing basic concepts; the relationships be- 
tween those concepts; selecting appropriate data; 
using appropriate maths in a given context and 
interpreting results. 

But the teaching of conceptual structures 
conflicts with the bottom up emphasis on the 
slowest child- For the planning of a curriculum 
has to start with conceptual structures and then 
implement teaching methodologies with the child 
in mind. 

The problem with mathematics education has 
not been the lack of a bottom up approach, but 
the lack of a top down approach which empha- 
sizes the cortceputal structures of mathematics. 
Most mathematics teaching is bottom up, and the 
epitome of bottom up teaching is rote learning 
(because it is ail. they oan-copc .pith ■ 


the fellow professionals who teach their children? 
One primary teacher who had tnughi her son to 
read before he went to school ■'felt insulted" by 
the boy's deputy head when she asked her for 
advice on how to deal with a bored five-year-old. 
The deputy head insinuated that the parent did 
not value Ihe PE, art and craft, music, social 
skills, and son on. “I do, I really do", she protests. 
However, she feels that there’s something wrong 
when “an enthusiastic fivc-ycar-old who can rend 
fluently doesn’t write a word for a term, and has 
lost his sparkle." 

Other teachers have an easier time dealing with 
their children's education, particularly if they're 
prepared to use their status to gel results. One 
dissatisfied parent let it be known to his son's 
school that he was a well-qualified primary 
deputy head. He didn't like the way his son hail 
been tied to rhe common syllabus, used to “level 
out” children in the school's reception class. The 
following day his son had been given "special, 
computer time, was suddenly allowed to read on 
in his reading book without restraint and to 
progress similarly through his FJelcher maths." 
He was moved up n class enrly, as well. 

One primary head who had in the past 
experienced problems wltlihisson'sschool, hit on 
an effective way of coping when Ihe boy entered 
his new junior school: “He has n very good class 
teacher. The headteacher will ensure he has good 
teachers from now on. He and I often go for a 
drink together. This is playing the system with a 
vengeance!" 


down: one. that higher education sets the nature 
of the curriculum at all levels; two, that the 
requirements of the adult world (whatever they 
are) set the nature of tlic curriculum; and, three, 
thnt we are concerned with Ihe methodology of 
teaching and thinking, and the importance ol 
conceptual structures. 

The fi rst two meanings of top down are related: 
the Second replaces the supposed dictatorship ol 
ihe university with the overt dictatorship of a 
poorly understood vocationalism. To dc-cmpha- 
size the importance of the Academic and empha- 
size the importance of the needsof adult life jsnoi 
the replacement of a lop down approach by a 
bottom up approach. The effect is merely the 
removal of one arbitrary strait-jacket with 
another equally arbitrary strait-jacket; the needs 
of adult life nre changing so quickly lhat we 
cannot say what they will be. a couple of years 
hence. 

The report continually emphasizes the import- 
ance of microcomputers, but denies the utility of. 
learning about matrices: the most common form 
of microcomputer software is the spreadsheet 
program, which allows the user to perform 
operations on vast matrices of information. Of 
what adult world is the report concerned? 

In conclusion, the HMI report is so basically 
flawed in its conception and philosophy that, 
though well meaning, many of its aims and 
objectives arc incompatible,

I weeks with the tutors' already exten- 
sive workload, would erode the quality 
or their research and thus the quality of 
the course for students who -gain 
enormously" from active association 
with the educatfon debates. At the 
lime of training, when classroom sur- 
vival was our foremost concern, we 
often questioned the relevance of 
being involved in the larger education- 
al issues: a year later 1 am solidly 
convinced of the importance of this 
aspect of the course. 

Reflecting on the year at Sussex 
university, the most vitai aspect of the 
course was my tutor and thus my 
contact with informed debate. In my 
probationary year I am equipped with 
a basic set of tools for questioning the 
| school and society ] work in, including 
pastoral care, school management ana 
organization and curriculum. 

The inspired English curriculum 
tutoring provided by Peter Abbs, re- 
sulted in a central core philosophy and 
conviction which in tor ms all my 
teaching. I know where I stand in the 
debate on teaching English, can make 
a response to the recent Department of 
Education and Science .5-16 docu- 
ment, make an informed appraisal of 



* T*L9 0nf ! 8rence (reported in TES, 
April 19) and above all, know why I am 
in the classroom doing what I am 
doing. 

lne Sussex PGCE course required 
of me an intellectual rigour and re- 
sponsibility not demanded in previous 
postgraduate work precisely because it 
is not academia divorced from immedi- 
ate everyday consequences, hut is 
involved m daily pragmatic matters. 
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My traming must thus benefit not only 
myself, but contribute to the develop- 
ment of both the school I work in and 
the children [ teach. 

Where I disagree with Professor 
Lacey Is that I feel that the 30-week 
cou rse is grossly inadequate. Professor 
Lacey feels that universities can “do a 
very efficient Job in 30" weeks. Sussex 
University has a system combining two 
days a week at University with three in 
school virtually continuously through- 
out the course, yet even that did not 
manage to include anything like alt we 
needed to equip us. I do not feel an 
efficiently turned out product. 

Perhaps a further six weeks would 
fill in the gaps, but I am not convinced. 
Teaching demands skills of judge- 
ment, communication, intellect, 
maturity, humour, resilience nnd com- 
mitment. It is a positive insult to the 
profession, to schools and our children 
to attempt to cram such skills into 30 
weeks. 

1 would like to see the PGCE course 
extended not by 6 weeks, but 


the quality and the width. 

Ip response to the second proposal, 
that university and polytechnic tutors 
should have “recent relevant exneri- 
ence - m effect that they should teach 
JU days a year in school - I would 
endorse what Professor Lacey says in 
many ways hut again my angle is 
somewhat different. B 

The Sussex system, relics upon 
school-bused student teacher-training:

If the mistakes and deficiencies of 
teachers could be avoided by their 
having a clear concept of themselves as 
educators, or cleanng themselves of 
emotional prejudice (John Wilson, 
TES, April 12), then a teachers' course 
might well consist of several months' 
reading and guided meditation. 

If mistakes and deficiencies are to be 
identified with lack of experience, the 
longer-serving teacher ought not to 
have many problems. 

The suggestion that teacher training 
should be put in the hands of the 
schools, which Mr Wilson rightly criti- 
cizes, is itself a criticism of the depart- 
ments and colleges of education which 
are turning out their graduates only 
partly prepared for the colossal task 
that confronts them, namely that of 
being a good teacher. If the colleges 
can t get it right, the argument sug- 
gests, let s see if the schools can do 
better. At least then the trainees would 
be confronted with reality. As John 
Wilson says, the schools have quite 
enough to do already. ^ 

The remedy is in the hands of 
education departments to ensure that 
their credibility level is raised. They

failed academics or fuiled teachers. 
The measure which would do most to 
improve this credibility would be for 
tutors in the departments to have a 
regular leaching commitment in a 
school, and to be observed in practice 
by their own students. They would 
then be able to demonstrate their 
teaching techniques in a live and risky 
context, and simultaneously be able to 
show to their students the way in which 
their self-concept as an eduentor 
affected this technique. 

For it js technique, rather than 
experience or theory, which is missing 
from the shorter courses for teachers, 
notably the post-graduate ones. Tills 
seems to be because the pressure on 
tjme produced by long teaching prac- 
tices, and the need for n theoretical 
underpinning to the course, squeezes 
out the development of technique, 

I which needs concentration, practice, 
guidance, nnd time. Competent 
teachers enn be trained by other com- 
petent tenchcrs. The suggestion that 
teacher training should be done in 
schools contains the assumption that 
the competent teachers are in schools 
rather than the departments of educa- 
tion. 

Of course Wilson is right, the train- 
ing needs to be conducted in a separate 
institution. It would not be safe to 
identify a school as a “training" school' 
because of its practices and values. But 
the trainers can improve their street 
credibility in a number of ways: 

1 Get into a school and carry on 
teaching. Make mistakes, retrieve 
the situation, show your students 
and your colleagues that you can 
manage the learning situation of a 
large third-year class as well as that

(Tell a teacher a dull child is bright and by the end 
of the term that's what it will he. And vice versa. 
Tests prove It). Compulsory schooling of punc- 
tuality ami attendance: now machines have taken 
over these skills, could wc not all be spared this- 
dismal beginning io our lives? 

This intemperate nnd ill-considered outburst is 
provoked hy the publication uf Responses to 
Literature - What is being assessed! - a Schools 
Council Publication distributed by the National 
Association For the Teaching of English. (I myself 
would put in an apostrophe - thus Schools' 
Council; is it nut a council uf schools? Bin there). 
Our heroic lowcr-schoul survivors, our 16 to 
19-ycnr-olds, have now another burden to hear. 
From now on they are expected to be obsessed by. 
possessed by “literature". If they can offer proof 
of this haunting in their answers to A level Eng Lit 
exam questions, they will - or so the authors of 
the report, Mr John Dixon and Mr John Brown, 
very much hope - henceforth be upgraded: if they 
can offer evidence only of having been taught, of 
having learned by rote, they will be downgraded, 
no matter how many apt quotations they throw 
around.

The function of the Labour Party In its early years 
was to elect trade union officials as MPs. Only 
after the First World War was its parliamentary 
representation broadened to include also n num- 
ber of class traitors from the upper reaches of 
society. They were, not unnaturally, an odd 
bunch: sponge-bag trousered philanthropists who 
had turned against the conventions of their own 
upbringing. Hugh Dalton hnd turned with a 
vengeance, and it was often remarked, as he 
proceeded to exact that vengeance, that his 
hatred of the rich geemed more obvious than his 
love of the poor. Brought up in Windsor Castle, 
where his father was Canon, educated at Eton 
and King's College, Cambridge, he became the 
most eglitarian Chancellor of the Exchequer to 
date, imposing taxation for redistributive pur- 
poses with a song in his heart. 

DdUon's social background set him apart from 
his colleagues in another way, of professional 
interest to historians. Many Labour leaders 
Ingenuously equated their own rise in the world 
with the triumph of their class. Contact with 
royalty produced a peculiar thrill, recorded In 
memoirs with titles like From Workman's Cottage 
to Windsor Castle. Their own papers, moreover, 
often include little but souvenirs of great occa- 
sions. Dalton was beyond such sentimentality. On 
his father's death he disposed of the royal 
keepsakes for what they would fetch - apparently 
to George Vi’s displeasure. But what he did 
faithfully keep, in both senses, was his own diary. 
It is this above all, which has enabled Ben Pimlott 
to write a biography of surpassing quality. 

This is a long book but an enthralling one. Built 
around a core of Dalton's own' voluminous 
papers, it uses other private collections as well as 
the public records of Dalton's ministerial career,

their command, to make what is essentially inner 
and private, public: to force yet more that delicate 
growth,- the true appreciation of literature - and 
in so doing quite likely put an end to it altogether.

with this era. The result is an authoritative 
account of Dalton's life and times, executed to 
high professional standards. More than this: the 
book is vitalized by passion and by insight. 

The passion is largely political in thrust. The 
author clearly approves of Dalton's steady efforts ' 
to give the Labour Party a moderate, coherent 
and effective stance. The moral for the present is 
implied if never proclaimed. The insight is chiefly 
personal in focus. Pimlott extends his sympathy to 
Dalton often enough, but it is an imaginative . 
sympathy, seeking to recapture a flawed perso- 
nality, rather -than an Indulgent partisanship. He 
shows us the worst of Dalton even when profes- 
sing to think the best. “You can't talk candidly 
about Dalton," one friend is quoted os saying, 
“without describing him as, in a sense, a mon- 
strous figure." The awkward Etonian who re- 
sented not being elected to Pop, Rupert Brooke's 
undergraduate friend who got the cold shoulder, 
the professional economist who felt slighted by 
Maynard Keynes, the doting elder statesman 
whose advances were rebuffed by Tony Crosland 
- the ages of man were played out with a 
grotesque amalgam of bravado and pathos. 

Dalton's emotional life was stunted by an 
intensely private bereavement - not the death of 
Rupert Brooke, to which he often adverted, but 
that of his own little daughter Helcq in 1922. Did 
it happen because Hugh and Ruth Dalton, that 
busy Fabian couple, were off fighting the Cam- 
bridge by-election? Ruth, at least, could never get 
this out of her mind. Their marriage - otherwise 
childless - became a partnership for public ends 
with a nightmare tragedy haunting it down the 
years. Perhaps it helped make Hugh unusually 
dependent, upon political life in recompense. He 
sought comradeship, especially with personable 
, yOung. ip^n ' WbR^fould, .accept hjs patronage.' 


When, in the makeshift world of his wartime 
ministry, he abandoned home in favour of 
sleeping in the basement, was he solaced by the 
rough male kiss of blankets? 

Dalton's role as Labour’s economic impresario 
in the 1930s is brought out well in Elizabeth 
Durbin’s illuminating study. It was Dalton who 
encouraged a younger generation of academic 
economists to put their 1 services directly at the 
disposal of the Labour Party. With his established 
position on the National Executive Committee 
and his own post at the London School of 
Economics, he was ideally placed to make this 
link. Hugh Gaitskell, Evan Durbin, Douglas Jay, 
James Meade and other members of the New 
Fabian Research Bureau found their ideas pil- 
laged In Labour's policy-making process. 

The net result was to give Labour an agreed 
programme in For Socialism and Peace (1934) 
which was revised and summarised three years 
later as Labour's Immediate Programme. Even 
before the Second World War, which trans- 
formed its electoral fortunes, the Labour Party 
had, as Durbin puts it, “travelled light-yeara in 
the depth and sophistication of its knowledge or 
British financial institutions and economic policy 
options since the dark days of 1931 .” Every good 
socialist knew that in this fateful year the Labour 
Government hnd been brought down by a 
banker’s ramp, but not oneina million could have 
explained how. !n 1932 the XYZ Club was 
formed in the City- anonymously sobs to protect 
the jobs of its members, and initially depending 
largely upon a gaggle of financial journalists. Its 
historic mission was to tell the Labour Party the 
.secret of how bankers ramped. Dalton could then 
airily talk about “my experts" when proposing 
prophylactic measures.

markets, the Labour Party needed a firmer grasp 
Upon economic theory. Elizabeth Durbin has 
seized her opportunities well, not only as an 
economist who understands the important argu- 
ments going on at the time, but also as the 
daughter of Evan Durbin, with access to the 
records and recollections of his circle. “This 
study,” she admits, “began as an exploration of 
my own intellectual roots." She has, however, not 
only demonstrated the importance of her father’s 
work but maintained a fine discrimination in 
assessing it. The outcome is a cogent account of 
the Labour Party's economic thinkln§'in the era 
of the Keynesian revolution. It shows how early 
the New Fabian economists accepted 9 xpansion- 
ary policies based on a new sort of macro- 
economic analysis. Conversely, It shows also the 
limits of their assent to the General Theory and 
the differences between them in this respect. 
Whereas Meade was fully Keynesian, and Jay a 
ready convert, Gaitskell and Durbin continued to 
stress the importance of institutional changes 
rather than what they saw as short-term unem- 
ployment measures. 

If a young man like Durbin could not simply be 
described as a Keynesian, it is not surprising that 
the reservations of Dalton ran deeper still. By the 
time Dalton went to the Treasury, Keynes had 
become a major influence upon Government 
economic policy. The new Chancellor, however, 
was' not a Keynesian in his conception of 
budget-making, and still thought In terms of 
balancing the Government’s books rather than 
regulating effective demand In the economy as a 
whole. The four Budgets he presented reflected 
this view. In Ihe end he presented one too many - 
in November 1947, leading to his resignation. An

Thc early batches of children's books 
about the computer were largely un- 
tainted by the skills that children's 
information book editors had honed 
fine on more traditional subjects, but, 
of late, the computer knowledge and 
the editorial skills have met to provide 
useful books for the very young nnd for 
the beginning secondary age groups. 

This set is worthy of notice for 
aiming at a first year junior readership 
and tutting the bullseye with direct 
information. Both pictures and text 
are clean, informative, and contrive to 
be accessible without any of the sense 
of talking down that it is so easy to slip 
into for this age group. We would not 
uarrel with any of what they say, 


very refreshing change this from the 
kind of book which enrols megastars to 
give basic tips. 

Most children will turn first. I sus- 
pect, to the Football hook. In it. we 
meet Charlie, who demonstrates an 
engaging absence of skill. Instead of

I t is not clear to me why the 
Scripture Union has chosen to 
call its books for different age-

Indeed, I enjoyed it more than Are 
You Listening, Karen? (David Day, 
Puffin Plus, £1.50), whose downbeat 
narrative seemed to go nowhere in 
particular; if religious stories are over- 
determined, this seemed under-deter- 
mined almost to the point of pointless- 
ness. Zak, (Frances Thomas. Bodley 
Head, £3.95) covers similar ground - 
the misery of being an adolescent boy 
whose metabolism is as unsettled as his 
ideas - with much more zest. But the

The only disagreement on content 
we have comes in What are Compu- 
ters?, where the author is so concerned 
to demolish thc more science-fiction 
tales of electronic brains, that the 
unintelligent behaviour she limits her 
cartoon robot to is absurd. By adding 
and comparing, computers can solve 
problems of the “Put the red cube on 
the blue triangle" kind, and a robot as 
sophisticated as the drawing suggests 
might well be able to use such skills to 
escape from a fire. We are agnostic as 
to whether or not computers may, at 
some stage , behave interestingly 
enough to be reckoned to be intelh- 
geni.but underrating what they can do 
today is counter-productive, for the 
reader will soon come across reports of 
machines that break out of the limited 
cage these books put them in and will 
not know whether or where to draw 
sensible boundaries. 

It is now standard for secondary and 
upper junior information books to 
have a glossary and a bibliography; less 
common at this younger level. These 
books have, and point the reader, or 
the teacher or parent, to sensibly and 
eclecticly chosen sources of further 
information.

grossly overestimated the abilities of 
infant age children and would prob- 
ably be unusable with children of five 
or six years of age because of the large 
amount of reading required and tne 
crowding of thc questions, none of 
which is numbered. For example, page 
8 of the first book, supposedly for five 
year olds, contains 17 questions or 
activities. 

On the other hand, all the activities 
are conceptually sound and every page 
contains something which will be use- 
ful to the educational development of a 
child. It is merely the supposed age of 
thc users which is rather optimistic and 
certainly all three books would find a 
place in many top infant or first year 
junior classes ana would be of value at 
that stage. This would be thc case 
particularly if thc rest of the series was 
to be used with older children. 

It is unfortunate that the Teacher's 
Book is not yet published because thc 
teaching of environmental studies in 


simple provision of a text for use by 
children. One can only hope that the 
Teacher’s Book will provide detailed 
guidance concerning classroom orga- 
nization and teaching technique which 
will allow the books to be' firmly placed 
In n context of teaching as well as 
learning.

The 
current feeliag for ecology should 
ensure many loving readers tor these, 
and a fictional tale (Duck Boy, Christ- 
ine Mattingley, illustrated by Tessa 
Banvick, Young Puffin, £1.25) of a 
boy's work to protect a duck family, 
and the way this helps him to reach a 
growing point, should strike a similar 
chord m young conservationists.

T he Festival nf Anierican Arts 
and Entertainments is 
claimed to be the biggest such 
event ever staged outside the 
LIS, and has enjoyed considerable 
commercial sponsorship. Associate 
Director Jennifer Williams secs it as 
providing "an opportunity to experi- 
ence the oroad diversity and quality of 
cultural life in contemporary Amer- 
ica". Unlike the ICA s New York 
exhibition, the festival intends to con- 
sciously celebrate the breadth of 
American regional and ethnic tradi- 
tions, a strategy which mellows the 
suspicion lhat such affairs are little 
more than a series of random events 
thrown together under a promotable, 
but largely irrrclevant, title. In keep- 
ing with the principle of diversifica- 
tion, some events will be seen in 
Glasgow and Cardiff as well as in 
London. 

The major exhibition of the festival, 
and the first to get under way, is 
American Images, a celebration or 
postwar American photography at the 
Barbican (until June 30). The sheer 
scale of the event exceeds anything wc 
have seen here before, and Penguin 
have marked the occasion with a 
splendidly produced bonk edited hy 
Peter Turner, American Images: 
Photography 1945-19X0 (£14.95, 0 14 
007988 2). Featuring the vast majority 
of the work on show, with introductory 
essays of variable quality, it goes 
beyond being u simple catalogue. 
Photographs make ideal subjects for 
mass reproduction, and the book suf- 
fers little by comparison with the 
originals, although the Paul Out- 
erbridge print on page 9B is reversed. 

Those originals form an impressive 
exhibition, tracing the shifts in the 
form from the early postwar social 
documentary style inherited from Wal- 
ker Evans and the stylized formalism 
of Ansel Adams and Edward Weston, 
to the pop-art inspired collages of 
Robert . Hcinccken. Ironically, or 
perhaps inevitably, the most recent 
work, William Eggleston’s "Louisiana 
Project” series, or the work of the 
“New Topographical” photographers 
like Robert Adams ana Lewis Baltz, 
update the documentary tradition with 
which we began. 

The entire exhibition reminds the 
viewer of the inadequacy of the most 
commonly repeated fallacy about 
photography; in the sense usually 
meant, the camera can actually do 
nothing but lie. What is on view here Is 
a gallery of fictions; like all art forms, 
the reality they create is of their own 
making, as true of Diane Arbus's 
uncompromising portraits as of the 
collage constructions of Heinecken or 
Olivia Parker. There are no facts in 
photographs, only images, reflections 
plucked from time and space and fixed 
for our inspection, interrogation, or 
understanding, potentially both trans- 
parent (a window upon the outside 
world) and opaque (self-contained ob- 
jects defying simple interpretation). 

Even the landscapes, from Ansel 
Adams's dramatic mountain scenes to 
the avowedly neutral recordings of the 
New Topographical movement, are 
first and foremost images, reflecting 
something in essence no more substan- 
tial than a shifting of light and shade, 
reduced to two dimensions Rnd fixed in 
the enclosing frame, usually in highly 
atmospheric but artificial black-and- 
white. The viewer always remains 
conscious of the photographer, select- 
ing, composing, framing, cnoosing that 
particular moment, a relationship ex- 
plicitly reflected in Lee Friedlander’s 
"Route 9W, New York", where the 
photographer is caught in the wing-

America hurrah! 

Kenny Mathieson previews the 
American Festival 



mirror of his pick-up truck, taking the 
picture of the road-side tabernacle 
which fills out the frame. 

The scope and variety of this fasci- 
nating exhibition demonstrates the 
way Americans have taken to photo- 
graphy, from basic photo-journalism 
to tne electronic compilations of Wil- 
liam Larson. Like jazz and the motion 
picture, the form itself comes down to 
them without the heavy weight of a 
long European tradition stacked be- 
hind it. They have in many respects led 
the way in the development of photo- 
graphy as a form, and in doing so have 
made it something of an indigenous 
art, at best not simply reflecting, but 
also questioning, the spirit of their 
diverse, restless, and often grotesque 
nation. 

There is, of course, a more authentic 
indigenous art than any of these in the 
cultural history of the Americas. The 
festival will feature some of them in 
Native American Arts: The Living 
Tradition at the Museum of Mankind 
(until June 14), with contributions 
from various Amerindian sources. The 
most intriguing of these must surely 
come from Alaskan carver NRthan 
Jackson, a member of the Tlingil tribe, 
who will carve a 20-foot totem pole in 
the foyer of the museum throughout 
the exhibition; the finished object will 
be on permanent display outside the 
Horniman Museum. The ICA Gallery 
hosts the other major art exhibition of 
the festival, with a show of new works 
by Frank Stella (until July 7). Best 
known for his minimalist works, Stella 
has turned to a hybrid of painting and 
sculpture in iiis recent work. 

The Margaret Jenkins Dance Com- 
pany make a brief European debut in 
the early part of the festival, but the 
principal aancc highlight is the return 
of the Merce Cunningham Dance Com- 
pany. A major innovator in modern 
dance, his collaborations with compos- 
er John Cage are particularly cele-

For traditionalists, Ashgrovc 
l School's beautifully costumed Hansel 
and Grelel featured some good dance 
drama, while at the nutty-knockabout 
end of the scale, Brumby Comprehen- 
sive’s The Invisible Boy, with its quirky 
characters and technical virtuosity was 
the comic hit Of the afternoon.

"Sometimes I leel like picking the 
knife up and finisliinu them myself." 
Thus the dauntless uioiher of two 
young heroin addicts in Panorama* 
report, surveying their career from 
winsome pintails via "don't he chicken. 
Trace" to "1 feel so ill I've got to have 
it.” And now? - rehabilitation in 
Bournemoiiili. with 711 per cent failure 
rate standard in the t real nient of 
heroin addiction. The report, 
apparently aimed at adults with little 
knowledge uf the drug and its social 
selling miller llum k-enageis al risk, 
concern rales moie on showing psd- 
terns of usage than on the psyehologie- 
al predispositions of users, but is 
nonetheless u valuable, extremely slick 
presentation of the problem. 

Heroin used lo Ik- a mailer of dirty 
"works" (needles etc), grubby deaths 
' in public toilets and emaciated figures 
swaying blankly in deserted houses. 
Now. as the report makes dear, you 
have more "the normal sort of per- 
son". holding down a job perhaps, 
"chasing the dragon" (communally 
smoking), clean and well-dressed luit 
dreadfully alone in the opiate's heavy 
embrace. So it’s harder for die parents 
to identify what’s going on. 

I’minrnniti concentrated ils efforts 
on a few areas, on a parents’ support 
group in the Wirrnl. on u police 
operation in Oxford, mid on the ex- 
perience of a Gl* in Cheltenham and a 
probation officer in Anglesey. The 
sncio-gcogrnphical spread was thus 
well held before our eves. Middle-class 
parents talked of hiding their jewellery 
from thieving offspring and. finally, of 
shopping their child to keep him away 
from the drug; working-class parents 
told of how they had tried holding iheii 
daughters prisoner for iwo months, 
with no success; police officers wryly 
acknowledged that another dealer 
would spring up in no time to replace 
the onc they had arrested. Most tragi- 
cally. perhaps, the GP examined a 
regfstcred nurse who was hooked and 
also 2 b weeks pregnant and explained 
how she was unwilling even lo consider

helping herself and the child by 
attempting to come off heroin. 

Perhaps a little more emphasis on 
what users gel out of it and less 
explanation of the intricacies of doling 
nut £10. £2*1 and £25 bags would liavt 
been helpful. And inure explanation of 
how the poppy affects llie ncivous 
system and destroys the liver, as well as 
how it is experienced psychologically 
would have been useful, though the 
revelation ilmt it is just ns harmful 
(except to the blood vessels) smoked 
as injected is n valuable one. 

Of course , as the GP points out . the 
arguments about -'self-abuse” and 


addiction are two-edged. Ours is an 
addictive and self-abusive society. So 
hir cignrcttcs mid alcohol arc killing 
and maiming far more people than 
heroin - but not as quickly. It is bard 
then to justify Sir Anthony Meyer. 
MH's assertion that treatment cenues 
lor heroin addicts all ol' whom are very 
young, is “money down the drain' . 
when lung cancer operations Tor peo- 
ple who have smoked for a lifetime are 
onc of the successes of the NHS. 
Perhaps we owe something more to 
our young people than the idea that 
consumption or some dreum product 
will give meaning to life?

It would be 
wrong, though, to lake ion harsh a 
view of it. Insurance is ^difficult tiling 
to explain in young people who as yei 
don't have many responsibilities, and 
Take Cover, together with its compan- 
ion piece, an animated film called 
Square Deni, makes an excellent and 
fairly entertaining job of it. 

Tithe Cover, narrated by Ltr Win* 
star Christopher Timothy, looks simp- 
ly at four situations where insurance is 
necessary - contents . travel, motor 
and public liability. By making teen- 
agers the focus of nttemion in each 
example, the BIA ensures the interest

“I wouldn’t say they learned more, hut 
the feeling was greater - perhaps it’s n 
deeper learning," said one teacher 
about this theatre in education pro- 
gramme. set in the North West's 
cotton milling nrca in IK62. In saying 
so. she put the nim of all good TIE in it 
nutshell. But claims that this sort of 
work teaches through individual relic- 
tions and emotions are extremely hard 
to substantiate. Theatre in education is 
an 'educational tool unlike any other. 
.It's almost completely transient - not 
.something teachers can null from a 
hookshelfnr write up on a blackboard. 

Most TIE compnnics back up their 
mutcrinl with teachers' notes and com- 
pile written reports on the reaction of 
every school they visil. but this sort of 


material means nothing to somebody 
who hasn't seen the event as it hap- 
pened and mosi companies who do 
participatory work can't admit large 
numbers of observers. 

Pit Prop, a company based in 
Wigan, have done the next best thing 
and produced a video of their highly 
successful 4th year primary program- 
me, Brand of Freedom. The program- 
me divides into three ncni sections. 


The first contains excerpts from ihcir 
play about Martha, a slave girl from 
South Carolina who escapes lo Liver- 
pool and thence to Lancashire, where 
she finds work in Clnythorpe’s cotton 
mill. However, it’s the time of the Civil 
War, and the Yankees are blockading 
shipments of raw cotton bound for the 
Lancashire mills. The result for the 
Claythorne's workers is unemploy- 
ment and poverty. 

Part two deals with the work that Pit 
Prop encourages schools to undertake 
in the interim netween their two visits. 
The children take on the role of 
Claythurpc’s workers, investigating 
living and working conditions of the 
period. In the tlurd part, the pupils 
take an active part in the resolution of 
the story, which deliberately creates 
moral dilemmas for them to think their 
way through. The central dilemma is

Douglas Jensen's jokey ani- 
mated film manages to combine in- 
formation ami entertainment, showing 
a lighthearted historical sequence 
which starts with the invention u( 
insurance by fourteenth -century iner- 
cliunis speculating on the seagoing 
exploits of the time, and bringing us 
through the industrial revolution, right 
up to the present diiy.

about their own allegiances. Should 
they offer support to the Southern 
States and slavery in order to breach 
the cotton blockade and get back their 
much needed jobs? 

It's this third section, with team 
members using a subtle blend of 
teaching, storytelling and acting (wltije 
appearing to be the children's equals in 
terms of the way the story progresses) 
which must have been the most diffi- 
cult to film. The II -year-olds you 
sec on the screen are grappling with 
problems to do with racism, economic, 
social and political history and person- 
al morality. Flics on the wall, how- 
ever small, could have been □ big 
distraction. 

Having seen this programme “live” 
in Wigun a year ago, I*a say that this 
video is as accurate » representation of 
the work ns it could practicably be. 
There are useful comments from the 
teachers involved and enlightening 
remarks from the actors in the form of 
strategically placed voice-overs. It's 
not a substitute for the “live" program- 
me itself, nor does it set out to be. But 
it is to be strongly recommended to 
TIE practitioners, student teachers, 
drama students and teachers - in fact 
anybody who has heard about theatre 
in education but never encountered it.

Most people would agree that lhc 
destruction of the wny of life of the 
Amazon Indinns by the civilized na- 
tions is tragic, but many would say 
that it is impossible to stand in the way 
of "progress" and brine in n verdict of 
misfortune rather than genocide. 
Attack on such misconception must 
he doiihlc-bludcd: to discredit the 
stereotype of “progress” and also to 
show that the peoples we are des- 
troying arc not primitive ami back- 
ward, but have fully developed cul- 
tures of their own. tailored to their 
land and often self-sustaining as no 
technological society is. 

One of the main problems with the 
widespread acceptance -of Darwinism 
is that it lias led to □ way of thinking 
that justifies disposing of su-callco 
primitive cultures in the act of passing 
on western values, defined as higher in 
the scale of socipl evolution. Masking 
the motives of profit and greed which 
propel national and commercial 
empire building, it allows them to 
proceed without justice to indigenous 
peoples. , 

The case for the Ynnonmmi Indians 
is made simply, describing in diary 
form the life of a tribe as seen by 
individual members of a tribe, ail 
outside observer, a road surveyor and 
h missionary. It is perhaps too simple, 
since the text concent rates almost 
exclusively on practical aspects of life 
and there is clearly morc to this tribal 
society than that, as a tantalising image 
(the only authentic illustration in the 
book) drawn by the shaman tells. The 


compilers hope that other topics will 
he followed up by teachers but there is 
hopelessly little assistance- Grapple 
with this: "Examine the functions of 
life and death ill a Yannmumi family, 
and lhc respective rituals. Discuss 
infanticide" - with no reference to any 
of these events in the book and no 
bibliography'. 

The videotape shows children in 
Berkshire, al work with Learning 
Through Action teachers, simulating a 
day in the life of a Yanoniunii tribe. I 
found it deeply depressing. The verbal 
iron sue rions were carried out in a kind 
of hysterical gibbering, exactly, the 
kind of thing which reinforces the 
primitive stereotype. Every step in flu* 
Urania was initiated by adults and if n 
response did conic from a child it was 
ignored because ii did not fit the 
pre-st ruci a red line of the drama. The 
children, obviously eager to please, 
were generously unsceptical of 
teachers in bikinis and body paint but 
found little opportunity for creative 
role-play. The Berkshire schools 
which took part in the project were 
clearly committed to it. Wcll-inien- 
lioncd but ill -conceived, it does not 
however translate well lo a larger 
audience.

If l raise my eyes 
from this page, I sec around me no less 
thnn eight stout volumes of quite 
recent provenance, one or more of 
which I consult daily, offering up, us I 
do so. a prayer of thunks to their 
aulhurs. The new Longman will now 
join the cohort because, on comparing 
it with the others, I see that it has some 
particular and valuable features. 

It is intended as the best possible 
compromise between the “concise" 
form and the multi-volume dictionary. 
With 90,00(1 head-words, it is more 
than twice as big as the Oxford Con- 
cise, which has 40,000. It is correspon- 
dingly heavy, hut still manageable, 
since it can be picked up in one, fairly 


strong, hand. Its preparation has been 
presided over by a committee of 
experts under the chairmanship of Sir 
Randolph Quirk, Principal of Lnndim 
University nnd a leading figure in 
contemporary English-language stu- 
dies. 'Nte list of authorities consulted 
in every area from sport to religion is 
extremely impressive, and dam-hanks 
of linguistic information have also 
Ih.-cii called into service. The prim, 
though small, is beautifully clear, and 
the PHpcr and hinding are excellent. 

Like the earlier Longman Diction- 
ary of Contemporary English . if scents 
in'havc been conceived for the interna- 
tional public rather than for purely 
English users. This is n very good 
thing, since it both corresponds to the 
world-status of English and, more 
importantly, reflects (he modem ling- 
uistic perception that no language 
‘■belongs”, in any ultimate sense, to 
any one group of its speakers; it is. by 
its very nnturc, a sort of gaseous muss 
of conventions floating between indi- 


vidual minds, never apprehended in 
uhstdutcly identical ways hy all of 
them, and fluctuating in continuous 


change. This is why the definitions me 
cautiously worded, and why care is 
taken to distinguish in detail between 


standard and rcgioiml usage, ns well ns 
between IJrilish. American und cx- 
colonial terminology. Near-synonyms, 
such as "weak”, "feeble", "frail”, 
"fragile", or •‘collect”, “assemble", 
“gainer”, are* compared und con- 
trasted with the help of examples. 
There is also a section - prescriptive 
but not dogmatic - on such grammatic- 
al uncertainties as the “dangling" par- 
ticiple and the use of singular und 
plural verb-forms with certain collec- 
tive nouns. Advice is given about 
controversial semantic poults, such as 
the use of “hopefully" in the sense of 
the German hoffenilich.

[ irimal societies, ln a series of gcneraf- 
y readable chapters (each by an 
author revered in his or her field), the 
history, major teachings and practices 
of each faith are outlined, and local 
variants and modem developments 
noted. There are some eccentricities. 
For example, does Methodism merit 
only a single textual reference and then 
in a chapter on “modem alternative 
religions r> . along with Aleister Crow- 
leys black magic, the Hare Krishna 
movement and Mesmerism? Even so, 
this is a valuable compilation and a 
useful antidote to the editor's recent, 
labyrinthine Dictionary of Religions. 

If both Hlnnells* books will Hppeal 
more to advanced students, Richard

Atlases: 
time for a rethink

Judging from these volumes, large 
reference atlases are currently suffer- 
ing from a severe identity crisis. Is it 
sufficient to provide excellent maps on 
their own or is it necessary to include 
sm additional encyclopedic section and 
run the risk of falling between two 
stools? Three of these atlases are 
trying to have it both ways - (wo of 
them fail to bring it off nt all. while one 
makes ail honourable attempt. Even in 
the current economic climate, ii school 
or college libary can probably afford a 
variety of general and specific refer- 
ence books, so the potential buyer for 
these double function atlases is pre- 
dominantly the ambitious parent who 
is attracted by the addition of an 
encyclopedic section - two for the 
price of one and the lure of fantastic O 
level results - irresistible! 

Of these recent atlases, the Barth- 
olomew World Adas , now in its 30th 
year of publication and 13th edition, is 
the only one in the traditional mould 
concentrating on detailed, compre- 
hensive maps which are well drawn 
and easy to read. However, even the 
solid cartographers from Edinburgh 
have been tempted to include a bnef 
general information section at the 
beginning, covering an arbitrary and 
limited choice of topics, such as world 
health! exploration and communica- 
tions. The Bartholnmew-style of map 
is well established, using clear pastel 
shades which do not obscure detail; 
relief is indicated by layers of colour 
from green through to brown; and 
people and place names are clearly 


marked. The only criticism, a reflec- 
tion no doubt of the atlases' long 
tradition, is its concent rat ion on 
Europe and North America ai the 
expense of Third World areas. Four- 
teen pages of maps nn ihe US com- 
pared to seven for the whole of Africa 
and four op South America do not 
reflect the crowing interest in the 
whole world, rich and poor alike. 
Nevertheless, this is an excellent alias 
for both the academic and general user 
who appreciates good maps. 

Bartholomew have also produced a 
companion Mild-World Allas which 
comfortahly fils into Ihe pocket or hag. 
Well produced, il is easy to rend and 
the flO-pagc index »f 2U .HOti-pliis plnce 
mimes is some achievement. Not to he 
taken ton seriously, il will prohtihly 
appeal to younger children up to the 
age of 14.' 

The Grogrnphia Arias ttf the World is 
the most successful at combining mi 
atlas with an encyclopedia. 'I he Encyc- 
lopedia of the Earth section covers a 
wide vuricty of interesting topics, the 
diagrams are well drawn and detailed, 
and the photographs arc highly origin- 
al and of good quality. The human 
impact on tltc world is the key theme, 
covering topical items such as acid 
rain, resource exploitation, space re- 
search and environmental pollution. 
The environmental mapping style us- 
ing a variety of colours to indicate land 
cover is less effective, particularly in the 
general maps of large regions where 
the combination of shadows and shad- 
ing together with colour clashes are 
often hard on the eye. A good map 
should draw the reader into the area 
being shown and not create a clamor- 
ous image on the page. 

The Great Geographical Atlas, now 
on offer at the special price of £19.95 
(from £35), has more serious limita- 
tions. The detailed encyclopedic sec- 
tion has udopted the “look and learn" 
upprimch to presenting information. 
1 he coverage is safe and uninspiring; 
the dingrnms and graphics arc general- 
ly of a poor quality and there are few 

6 holographs. The maps are much 
etter but with a strong emphasis on 
reference maps at the expense of 
thematic ones which is disappointing In 


an alius nf this size. Ibc index is 
comprehensive and there is a useful 
glossary of geographica! terms and 
statistics. 

The Encyclopedic Allas of the World 
is by far the cheapest, and it shows. It's 
a trip-uround-tlie-wurld pictorial en- 
cyclopedia in which lhc information is 
sound hut wit h a weakness for 
stereotypic images of people and 
places. There are very few mans for a 
so-called atlas and they are of u pour 
quality, badly drawn, dilficult to read 
and with limited detail. The colours 
arc messy and unpleasant to look at. 
The low cost is no doubt an ex pin na- 
tion for its cheap quality hui there is no 
excuse for including maps in which the 
colours in the keys ure consistently 
different to those actually used in the 
maps. 

The true function of reference 
aliases of this size and price should lie 
to provide gtmd quality, accurate and 
readable mnps. Recent map projec- 
tions, such as those of Peters, giving a 
more accurate represent ution of tlic 
proportionate relationship of land and 
oceans could be nmre widely used. 
Mnny projections greatly exaggerate 
the size of Europe and North America 
at the expense of the Third World and 
generations of school children have 
grown up believing that Greenland is 
as large as Africa when il is in fact 15 
times smaller! More satellite photos 
and maps would also be welcome. 

There appears to be a real need 
radically to rc-think the role of atlases 
and for publishers to decide just what 
market they are trying to reach or they 
arc in danger of pleasing no one.

The British butterfly population is 
dropping alarmingly. Modern farming ; 
methods and pesticides are cutting 
down or poisoning their natural habi- 
tats. The Atlas of Butterflies, which was 
commissioned by the Nature Conser- 
vancy Council, illustrates this depress- 
ing decline. The change in popululion 
for each species is illustrated with a 
map of the British isles using informa- 
tion collected by entomologists over 
the past 15 years, plus figures and 
sightings taken from old records. Each 
map is accompanied by n black and 
white illustration of ihe butterfly and 
text giving details of hHbiiAi, as well as 
hopes und hazards (or its continued 
existence. Although the authors huve 
avoided scientific jargon, the price of 
the atlas plus the absence of colour 
illustrations may deter any hut the 
keenest conservationists. 

Graham Hnwarih's revised Colour 
Identification Guide is aimed at the 
more knowledgeable entomologist. 
The main port of Ihe text is arranged in 
concise information tables, giving the 
common name of each species with 
colour plate references with life-size 
illustrations. There are also notes on 
variation, habitat, distribution and

abundance. All scientific terms and 
abbreviations in the tallies arc ex- 
plained. Hie guide is too big and 
expensive a book for the curious 
rambler, hut it is n hcimtiful reference 
book for students. 

The Complete Guide to British But- 
terflies is a wonderful book for on-the- 

spot identification. Il is arranged ill 
two sections. The first deals with basic 
scientific facts of unniomy and life 
cycles of butterflies in general, with 
cnaplers on classification, breeding, 
collecting, and photography. The 
second section devotes a double page 
to each of the 60 known species in the 
British Isles. Each one is illustrated 
with colour photographs that show: 
the egg; the caterpillar newly hatched 
and after moulting; the chrysalis, and 
the adult butterfly. This guide should 
give great pleasure and satisfaction to 
anyone with an interest In butterflies.

It's a mean fact of life that whenever a 
new reference hook comes out (after 
years of thankless toil: check, doublc- 
chcck, update, check again) every eye 
is keened for the holes in the work, 
never the substance. “Ahii!’’ wc say, 
snapping the volume shut, having 
scoured the page for thc most obscure 
entry and found it not there. But why 
so smug? Even the great Dr Johnson, 
when hc published his famous Diction- 
ary, was not too lofty to admit the 


probability of errors. 

Michael Kennedy deploys a similar 
candour in his hefty, onc-volumc 
Oxford Diaionury of Music, hy invit- 
ing suggestions and corrections from 
his readers. Thc work is in many ways n 
grown-up version of the more pocket - 
able Concise, whose third edition thc 
same Mr Kennedy virtually rewrote 
some Five years ago. This new (and 
pricey) format is intended to extend 
but not replace his earlier work, which 
in paperback at £5.95 deserves to 
remain a favourite handy reference for 

S musicians and the general 
:r. 

A new dictionaiy is more than just a 
comprehensive reference for today. It 
is inevitably an historical document for 
tomorrow, indicating the particular 
notions and preferences of 1985. Re- 
markable in the Oxford Dictionary of 
Music is the attention given to contem- 
porary composers - which necessarily 
entails a value judgement as to their 
relative standing. [Some merit half a 
column, others naif an inch, and some 


of the young generation don't gel in at 
all.) How might these perspectives 
have changed tty the tenth cdiiiiin? 

This scholarly compilation is also 
very entertaining. It’s delightful to 
learn that a Saltbox was "a traditional 
handy instr. used when joyous mus. 
was to be extemporised domestically 
or publicly. Thc lid was flapped up and 
down and the side battered with a 
rolling pin". Also typical of the editor's 
whimsy is the substantial entry for 
"Railway Music" and a thorough gloss 
on “bleeding chunks", giving chapter 
and verse on when the curious phrase 
was first used (in l935)bvTovcy in his 
essay on Bruckner's 4th). I'd never 
have thought to hunt for that one. 

On thc other hand, why include 
Debussy's Golliwog's Cakewalk and 
not define cakewalk? Why Frederica 
von Slade and not Julia Migencs 
Johnson? And why no word on “tone- 
dear’ ... 7 No doubt Michael 
Kenedy's mail is mounting daily 
with respectful recommendations, anti 
judging hy the integrity and stupe of 
this first edition, he'll just us surely 
consider every one of them for the 
second. 

Antony Hopkins seems less sure of 
his purpose in The Concertgner's Com- 
panion, which is, he says, “an attempt 
to offer guidance to the musically 
uninitiated by thc use of descriptive 
analysis . . . free from technical jar- 
gon . Fair enough - this is exactly 
where Mr Hopkins has excelled for 
many years with his cosy and well- 
loved Radio 4 talks. Bui the novice 
who requires the explanation of “key" 
as “a family of notes ’ can hardly be the 
same novice who is later assailed by thc 
fact that “serialism was devised as one 
way out of the post-Wagncrinn im- 
passe" . Inconsistencies may creep into 
the long-running radio scries, hut arc 
lif^i glaring, not just because the talks 
are short and sweet, but chiefly be- 


cause every pnint can be under lined 
aurally (and pmmptly) hy an illuminat- 
ing siiatch in recorded music Kudin is 
the ideal medium tur thc Hnpkins 
approach: print is not. 

And hmv is this Cunt/innum in he 
used? Perhaps in mug up on the 
symphony before the concert starts - 
hui with detail such as “by the twenty- 
fifth bar we find sirongly accented 
chords . . . etc" this can scarcely hc the 
intention. Or perhaps as study notes 
with a gramophone record'. 1 More 
feasible, but then why tell us whul thc 
music sounds like? 

While musk teachers may he wary 
of this book as tempi anon for A level 
students tu crib Oieir analysis, there 
are some very useful features: the 
lively biographies which herald each 
chapter, and thc excellent section on 
the St Matthew Passion, combining 
story-line with helpful pointers for 
listening. Incidentally, one should 
mention thc possibly misleading sub- 
title. "Bach to Haydn’ 1 is organized 
not chronologically hut alphabetically. 
"Holst to Wagner" is in preparation.

Its very competitive price will 
ensure that it will be extensively used 
at undergraduate nnd post-graduate 
levels both ns an aid to oisscction and 
revision for examinations, and also as 
an easy and rapid source of reference 
for established practitioners. 
Medicines -a Guide for Everybody. By 


Peter Parish (Pcnguin£4.95). Whether 
or not one agrees with the author’s 
philosophy in writing this book, the 
tact that it has run to five editions in 
nine years is evidence of a continuing 
demand. It is intended primarily as a 
consumer's guide to drug therapy and 
as such has a lot of useful information. 
But, perhaps inevitably with a subject 
as complex as this, a layman's guide 
may do no more than scratch the 
surface, and oversimplification may 
give the wrong impression or even be 
frankly hazardous - particularly since 
few patients arc able to view their 
illnesses in a dispassionate and objec- 
tive way. However, in the hands of 
those in professions supplementary to 
medicine, the book provides a useful 
and easily understood introduction to 
pharmacology and can be thoroughly 
commended.

The Harper Handbook fo Literature.

While most literary handbooks have 
an antiquarian, magpie feel to them. 
Harper's is consciously of and for the 
times. As well as the familiar run 
through an expanding and shifting 
terminology, the book features per- 
fectly weighted essays on literary nnd 
intellectual movements, genres and 
periods: Frye on the Bible, comedy, 
satire, symbol, myth; Baker on Amer- 
ican language, Old English, an excel- 
lent street-map of post-structuralism; 
Perkins on American literature, Mid- 
dle English, poetry and Realism. 

Even this excellent guide, with its 
heavyweight team, does seem to fall 


into the familiar traps and redundan- 
cies. Is there really any value, except 
for the utterly uninitiated, in defining 


for the utterly unimtiatca, in acuning 
political novel as “A novel directly and 
fundamentally concerned with poli- 
tics" and then listing Coningsby, ‘‘The 
PalHscrs”. The Possessed, Plum Tree, 
Man's Fate, Darkness at Noon, Nine- 
teen Eighty Four, Corridors of Power, 
and Our Gang. Qv “novel”, cf "poli- 
tics"? In the end, this is like defining a 
dog as a canine mammal and then 
trotting out Lassie, Rags, Muttley, 
Scoobie Doo and Rin Tm Tin. 

Inclusiveness becomes an end in 
itself. A short essay on the political 
novel would have been useful; a non- 
entry merely takes space from some- 
thing else. Tlie Harper Handbook is an 
overloaded basket; the fresh eggs, 
though, are worth the search.

The Nuclear Dictionary. By Michael 
Stephenson and John Weal.

The appearance of this paperbnek will 
be deplored by politicians, nuclear 
power and defence officials, and all 
who depend on public ignorance. For 
it sets out objectively and in jargon- 
free English the basic facts about 
nuclear power and nuclear weapons. 
Besides individual entries for particu- 
lar missiles, strategics, organizations, 
treaties, and so on. there are general 
headings such as “Britain as a nuclear 
power and "the effects of a nuclear 
explosion". Both jargon (“collateral 
damage", "icounterforce") and collo- 
quialisms (“doomsday clock", “China 
syndrome") are explained, and those 
baffling initials (MIRV. PAL) spelt 
out. Cross-references link items, 
tables set out eg half-lives, and there is 
n bibliography. The dictionary format 
makes for case of use. and the entries 
are comprehensive and up-to-date 
(“Star Wars", “nuclear .winter"), 
though more "nukespeak” 
(“peacekeeper" for “missile'’, say) 
would have been nice. 

The facts, chilling as they are, are 
allowed to speak for themselves. 
Whatever your views, this book will 
supply the Information you need. It 
will be a boon. too. to those who have 
neither time nor inclination to rend a 
more discursive book, yet wish to be 
well-informed on the major issue of 
our time.

Equally, 
space taken to illustrate h “force cup 
or an “escutcheon'* seems wasted 
while examples of “bonds" (Flemish, 
English ), or sections of windows (case- 
ment. sash) arc not illustrated. Over- 
all, clearer descriptions of construction 
details and more working drawings 
would bc welcome. 

Nevertheless, accepting that few 
dictionaries can be entirely coinpr^ 
hensive and that the subject is vast aw 
complex, and taking into account the 
reasonable price of this volume, i! can 
be recommended as a useful reference-
